Treasury today received the sec- 
ond semiannial payment of inter- 
est and the first annual install- 
ment of principal on the funded 
indebtedness of the government of 
Great Britain to the United States 
under the terms of the debt set- 
tlement approved by the act of 
February 28, 1923. 

The total payment amounted to 
$92,000,000 of which $69,000,000 
was for interest and $23,000,000 
for principal and as authorized by 
the terms of the settlement was 
made in Liberty Bonds which were 
accepted at par and accrued in- 
terest with a small cash adjust- 
ment. The bonds were $91,678,- 
850, face amount, of second Lib- 
erty Loan converted 4 1-4s, the ac- 
crued interest being $321,127.84 
and the cash adjustment, $22.16. 

The Treasury also received to- 
day the second semiannual pay- 
ment of interest and the first an- 
nual installment. of principle on 
the indebtedness of the Republic 
of Finland, and pursuant to the 
funding agreement dated May 1, 
1923, subject to the approval of 
Congress under the provisions of 
‘the act approved February 28, 
1923. The total payment amounted 
to $180,000 of which $136,000 was 
for interest and $45,000 for prin- 
cipal.

WOOLWINE IS AT 
POINT OF DEATH 
Second Blood Transfusion 
Decided Upon 


Collapse Came Yesterday 
After Operation

Messages of Cheer 


In an attempt to save the life 
of Thomas Lee Woolwine, former 
District Attorney of Los Angeles, 
critically ill in Paris, a second 
blood transfusion operation will be 
performed probably this morning, 
according to messages received 
here yesterday. Mr. Woolwine’s 
condition was described as “very 
grave” last night. 

The sudden collapse of the for- 
mer District Attorney yesterday 
made the second blood transfusion 
necessary. A hemorrhage of the 
liver so weakened the patient that 
the first blood transfusion was 
resorted to in an attempt to re- 
store the blood supply. Jack 
Barber of Los Angeles, who is tour- 
ing Europe with Mr. and Mrs. 
Weoolwine and their son, Thomas 
Lee, Jr., furnished the blood for 
the first operation. 

Until his collapse yesterday, Mr. 
Woolwine was apparently improv- 
ing, and physicians had planned 
the second blood transfusion for 
sometime next week. 

James BEB. Woolwine, brother of 
the former District Attorney, and 
an executive of the United States 
National Bank, who has been re- 
ceiving information of the patient's 
condition direct from Mrs. Wool- 
wine, had not heard from her up 
to an early hour last night. 

Mr. Woolwine resigned his of- 
fice as District Attorney, follow- 
ing an illness of about a year, and 
has since been seeking to recover 
his health by traveling. 

Several of Mr. Woolwine’s for- 
mer deputies and investigators in 
the District Attorney's office have 
cabled him cheering messages, it 
was learned yesterday. Among 
others, was one jointly sent by 
Dep. Dist.-Attys. Costello, Hill and 
Dennison and Investigators Hunter, 
Cohn and Wilcox.

STATE FIRE RECORD POOR 


Forest Service Official Accuses People of Careléssness 
_ and Hints at Privilege Curtailment 


Out of the total of 1367 fires, 
nearly 50 per cent resulted from 
Lghtning; the remainder being due 
to human tarelessness. Of the 
man-caused fires, tobacco smokers 
started 368, or 60 per cent, and 
campers 117, or 16 per cent. Rail- 
roads, brush-burnérs, lumbering 
and incendiarism accounted for 
the rest. 

The total area burned over by 
fires within the national forests 
was 173,257 acres, of which 145,- 
437 acres were government land 
and 26,820 acres private holdings. 
The Forest Service spent more than 
$100,000 in extinguishing these 
conflagrations. 


TWO GREAT FIRES 

In the Angeles, Santa Barbara 
and Cleveland National Forests of 
Southern California there were 191 
fires which destroyed the tree and 
brush growth on 127,430 acres. All 
but 10,000 acres of this total re- 
sulted largely from two big fires 
in the Santa Barbara National 
Forest; the other southern forests 
experiencing an extremely favor- 
able fire season. 

In Northern California the 
Plumas National Forest, with 224 


fires, holds first place, followed 
by the Shasta Forest with 154, 
Lassen Forest, 127, and the 
Klamath Forest with 103. The 


Trinity Forest had twenty-six incen- 
diary fires and the Plumas sixteen; 
the total of fires on ail National 
Forests due to incendiarism num- 
bering seventy~six. 

The greatest damage by fire in 
the northern part of the State oc- 
cured on the California Forest, 
where 20,643 acres were swept by 
flames. The Mgno National For- 
est, on the east slope of the Sierras, 
had only six fires which burned 
over 33 acres. 

Eighty-six per cent of all fires 
that started in the national forests 
were extinguished by forest rangers 
and co-operators before they had 
covered an area of more than ten 
acres each. orest officers also 
handled 152 law enforcement cases 
against violators of the state and 
Federal fire laws and gainea ¢on- 
victions, to date, in the 120 cases.

MITE-COLLAR sons 
“The United Stated is turning out 


from ita schools 90 per cent of its youths 
equipped only for ‘white-collar’ occupations, 
which can provide places for only 10 per 
cent of them,” declared Secretary of Labor 
James J. Davis in an address before the 
National Society of Verational Education. 
This is the real tragedy of the modern 
youth, according to the Secretary, who him- 
self came up from the ranks of the labor- 
ers. He shows that a very large per cent 
of our great men of today started life as 
workers with their bands. Tho “white- 


collar” jobs offer too little opportunity for ;- 


advancement or the development of initia- 
tive, unless they are reinforced with spe 
cial training of a peculiarly fine kind. The 
section hand may wind up on the board of 


.| directors of the railroad, but all too often 


the book-keeper remains such to the end 
of the chapter. 

Except in the building trades the appren- 
ticeship system has about died out, the Sec- 
retary regretfully states. The last census 
showed only 160,000 apprentices in the 
United States, showing that few boys were 
interested in learning trades. These might 
be made the stepping stones to higher 
things, but false pride turns the young mas 
toward a poorly paid office job. A turn in 
the family fortunes would leave him an in- 
competent, dependent on a monotonous job 
with no fwture. 

The Secretary hopes that vocational train- 
ing will supply the deficiency caused by the 
desertion of the youth from the appreutice- 
ship system. BWven where a boy has ability 
and talent that will produce success in an 
office position, a trade is a very handy thing 
to know also. The custom of many of the 
old European nobility of forcing the sons 
to learn trades has saved many a pampered 
young aristocrat from starvation the last 
few years. 

A recent survey that included answers 
from .many of young revealed 
that a large proportion of them refused to 
go into occupations of skilled labor because 
they did not wish to be under the domi- 
nance of union-labor bosses.

Pico’s Deal Told in History by Bank 


Last Spanish Governor 


N THE summer of 1846, Gov. Pie 

‘Pico sold the whole San “Fer- 

nando Valley to Eulogio De Celis 
for $14,000. With the money he 
equipped the army of his brother, 
Gen. Andres Pico, who led the for- 
lorn hope against the American 
Gen. John C. Fre- 
mont. 

In the summer of 1910, I. N. Van 
Nuys sold half of the San Fernan- 
do Valley to H. J. Whitley, Gen. 
M. H. Sherman and their asso- 
ciates of the Los Angeles Suburban 
Homes Company for $524,000. 

Since that time the land has 
been sold and resold until today 
it is bringing all the way from 
$1000 to $5000 an acre. And since 
that time also the waters of the 
Owens River have come and trans- 
formed the huge valley from a 
grain field and sheep pasture to 
one of the world’s richest horticul- 
tural and garilen regions. 

The story of the valley, from a 
historical standpoint one of the 


most dramatic in California, has 
been put in booklet form witt 
prores of rare and interesting pic- 
tures by the Security Trust and 
Savings Bank as a souvenir of the 
formal opening of a new $100,000 
building just completed for ‘ts 
Lankershim branch. The  satruc- 
ture, perhaps the most pretentious 
banking building in the San Fer- 
nando Valley, was thrown open

The Lankershim branch of the 
Security Bank was organized by 
Mr. Whitley, Mr. Chandler, Gen. 
Sherman and Fred Weddington in 
1910 as the Bank of Lankershiri 
and was the first bank on the 
south side of the v&lley as opened 
for settlement by the Los Angeles 
Suburban Homes Company at that 
‘time. At the head of the receiving 
line yesterday was Mr. Weddington, 
now vice-president of the Security 
Bank and resident of the valley 
since the days when jack-rabbit 
drives had to be held as a means 
of self-preservation.

The Presidential race in Califor- 
nia is on. Most decidedly it is on.

EYE ACCIDENT 
CENSUS TAKEN: 


Blind 
Reports Findings 


November Shows Increase of 
424 Over October 
Total Cases Since August 

Given as 1330 


A striking increase during No- 
jvember in the number of serious 


eye injuries reported to the Na- 
tional Committee for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness, is revealed in 
the census of eye accidents which 
the committee is conducting 
throughout the country in order 
to determine their principal causes. 
The total of 424 reported in No- 
vember showed an increase of 106 
over the October. Since the com- 
mittee began this census in Au- 
gust, 1330 eye accidents have been 
¢reported to it. 

“This month's census shows «@& 


ing from carelessness in and 
around the home,” the commit- 
tee states. “For example five ama- 
teur carpenters seriously impaired 
their vision when nails they were 
driving, rebounded and _ struck 
them in the eyes. Nine were vic- 
tims of flying aplinters while 
chopping kindling. In October five 
women seriously injured their eye- 
sight, when they accidentally stuck 
hot curling irons into their eyes 
while curling their hair. This 
month two more women were vic- 
tims of this painful accident. An 
investigation conducted by the 
ycongmittee, following the report 
of so many of these accidents last 
month, revealed that in every 
lease the woman was curling _her 
hair before a mirror and became 
‘confused because the mirror re- 
versed the movements of her 
hands. Women in curling their hair 
are urged to remember this, to 
prevent inflicting the same injury 
upon themselves. 


HUNTING CONTRIBUTES 

“Hunting also contributed to 
November's increase. There were 
twenty-hine hunting accidents dur- 
ing the month resulting tn serious 
eye injuries. Other accidents which 
swelled November's total occurred 
in corn husking--—seven farm 
bands suffering severe injuries when 
,corn husks pierced their eyes, and 
jin chemical laboratory explosions 
‘in high schoole—eight students 
obviously unfamiliar with the re- 
‘actions of chemicals,

“That this grim prophecy is not 
an idle dream of an alarmist is 
demonstrated by the fact that as 
part and parcel of the echeme is 
& concerted movement, with sub- 
stantial support, in the direction of 
seriously impairing and eventually 
destroying the power of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States 
to declare acts of Congress uncon- 
stitutional, when they transgress 
the limits of the organic taw, 
which in S provides that no 
person shall be deprived of life, 
liberty or property without due 
process of law, nor shall private 
property be taken for public use 
without just compensation. Hence 
it behooves us, as employees of the 
railroad company, not only to rally 
to the defense of its property 
rights against unjust attacks but 
as law-abiding, liberty-loving 
American citizens, to assert in em- 
phatic terms that this is a ‘Govern- 
ment of Laws and not of Men,’— 
that the power of that great court 
shall not be curtailed and the flag, 
the emblem of our liberties, shall 
remain unsullied. 


APPEALS TO EMPLOYEES 

“The first step in this great 
movement is tor all empioyees to 
Set tugetner and present a’ solid 
iront and there is no reason why 
we should not do so. Our inter- 
est and that of our great raiirvad 
are identical. If it prospers, we 
prosper, and, of courége, as citi- 
sens both interest and duty make 
our path of loyaity and patriotism 
Plain. It has always been a mys- 
tery to.the managing officers of 
the Santa Fe that many of the em- 
ployees, as a class, have been in 
favor of government ownership 
on some plan. They believe it has 
largely come from misguided lead- 
ership and false 
thrpugh labor journals, which we 
hope to correct by telling the truth. 
Take the matter of wages—the 
most important factor to the men 
—and statistics show that wages 
are substa€tially higher now than 
they were at any time during Fed- 
eral control in the period of the 
World War, being on an average 
about 27 per cent higher than the 
average pay of all government em- 
pleyees—the United States, State 
and municipal. 

“Then, consider the difference in 
spirit between working for the 
government and working for the 
Santa Fe. There ought to be and 
must be a just pride tn working for 
one of the greatest, and, as we be- 
lieve, ‘the greatest of American 
rallroad systems. 


NEED OF CO-OPERATION 


“There must be united and loyal 
co-operation between employees 
and management not only to 
thwart the efforts of thes dema- 
gogues and the Socialists, but to 
secure the best results in railroad 
service. The most gratifying news 
which has come to Mr. Bledsoe 
and myself upon our trip to Los 
Angeles and the West has been 
the information that of late there 
has been a distinct improvement 
fn the feeling of the men toward 
the management and in the epirit 
of co-operation between them.

This 
charge is completely refuted by the 


evidence of the c man of the 
commission before the Senate 
iCommittee on Interstate Com- 


meree, who stated specifically that 
stocks and bonds were not consid- 
ered at all, but only the physical 
value of the property the 
most ‘complete and pai in- 
v tion. 


_TEN YEARS OF STUDY 


“This investigation, now running 
over a period of nearly ten years, 
has consisted of actual measure- 
‘ments and inventories in the field 
and in critical examination of the 
books of the railroad companies. 
This work has already cost the 
government and the. railroads 
about $85,000,000. The valuation, 
originally fixed at $18,900,000,000 
has been confirmed by subsequent 
order of the commission, and 
petitions of Senator La Follette 
and others, following a national 
conference upon the subject, called 
by him, seeking to have an entire- 
ly new valuation made, based on 
original cost and other elements, 
have been recently denfeq by the 
commission and the petitions dis- 
missed. That further attack up- 
jon the valuation is to be made is 
shown by a bill introduced by Sen- 
ator Brookhart, (one of 280 bills 
affecting railroads introduced in the 
Sixty-seventh Congress,) and now 
in the hands of the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee, which, 
besides repealing Section lia of 
the act, the rate  provision— 
prohibits the commission from fix- 
ing a value on a railroad property 
in excess. of the fair market value 
of the outstanding securities and 
‘denies to the carrier the “unearned 
increment” in real estate. It needs 
no argument to show that such a 
false standard of value would re- 
sult in confiscation. Substantially 
every activity of the railroads, in- 
cluding an elaborate system of ac- 
counts for every dollar earned and 
paid out, is now regulated by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 


and no further legislation is 
needed. 
“The taxes against rallroad 


property have increased by leaps 
and bounds of late years until in 
1822 they reached the burden- 
some amount of about $300,000,- 
000, of which the very much larg- 
er part was assessed the vari- 
ous State authoriti In many 
counties, in many States, the rall- 
roads pay more than one-half of 
the taxes paid—and in all the 
States railroad taxes are a sub- 
stantial part of the revenue. This 
would all be lost in the event of 
government ownership of railroads, 
for the United States pays no taxes 
upon its property. If this truth 
were brought hom to every ad- 
vocate of government ownership— 
and it ought to be—with the ac- 
companying truth that as a result 
his own taxes would be largely in- 
creased to make up the loss, in 
order that the State and county 
governments might be carried on, 
he would enlist on our side in fa- 
vor of a continuance of private 
ownership.

Transportation Act of 1920 
was the first. piece of constructive 
rafiroad legielation ever passed by 
Congress.

Their 
provisions were almost wholly_ in 
the interest of the shipper. The 
Transportation Act for the first 
time made it the duty of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to 
prescribe a schedule of rates, 
which under economical and effi- 
cient management would yield a 
fair return upon a valuation of 
raliroad property made by the 
commission itself. The Presi¢ent 
says in his message: “To make a 
rate that does not yield a fair re- 
turn results in confiscation, and 
confiscatory rates are, of course, 
unconstitutional..

Volume of Trade Increases; Bank Credit Men Meet;

The volume of trade in 1923 has 
increased about 15 per cent accord- 
ing to the monthly analysis of gen- 
eral business conditions published 


by the Alexander Hamilton Insti- 
tute, an authority which goes on 
to say that on November 17, 44,- 
683,473 freight cars had been 

in e correspondi 
mod of 1922. That wes an 
of 17 per cent. The tetal gross 
railway earnings for ten months 
were 17 per cent above 1922. Add- 
ing estimates for the t two 
.tTonths of the year, the total gross 
revenues of the railways should 
approximate $6,300,000,000, as 
compared with $5,600,000,000 for 
twelve months in 1922, an increase 
of 12% per cent. Pig iron pro- 
duction for the whole year is esti- 
mated at 40,000,000 tons against 
27,000,000 tons in 1923, an in- 
crease of 48 per cent. In foreign 
trade, exports for the first ten 
months were only 8 per’ cent 
larger than in 1922, but imports 
showed an increase of 27 per cent. 

In actual tonnage of g00ds pro-

In the matter of commodity 
Prices, there has been a general 
tendency toward stabilization.

FARMERS SLOW 
TO CO-OPERATE 


Difficult for Soil Tillers to 
Learn New Tricks 


Organized Salesmanship is 
Ultimate Salvation 


Story of One Steel Magnate 
W ho Sleeps Soundly

“The politicians want to makeHit has not discarded it altogether. 


The convention here accepted the 
resignation of Walton Peteet, head 
of the co-operative marketing di- 
vision, and refused to adopt a reso- 


lution indorsing the national wheat 
growers’ advisory committee. Mr. 
Peteet said the defeat of the reso- 
lution meant. that he and his work 
were out of harmony with the pur- 
poses of the association. 

The situation ts the more inter- 
esting because it leaves the or- 
ganization, which is considered as 
most representative of agriculture, 
committed to questions of transpor- 
tation and marketing legislation as 
of paramount importance to the 
farmer. It is often. stated with 
much emphasis that the lack of 
progress in agriculture is due to 
the fact that the farmer is po- 
litically and not economically or- 
ganized. The American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation has decided to 


seek in legisla@ion and government 
action the remedies for agricul- 
tural ills which are, of course, 
economic. Co-operative farming ts 
an economic remedy. It is as- 
sumed generally that the farmer 
knows how to produce. 

This does not mean that anything 
like perfection in production has 
been attained. It merely means 
that better methods of farming, 
breeding, feeding, etc., are known 
and available. It means that the 
Department of Agriculture, col- 
leges and country agents are do- 
ing their work and doing it well. 
jIn respect of production govern- 


;ment agencies are contributing 
efficiency. | 


‘tably to agricultural 
| These agencies have done and are 
doing about all that can be ex- 
pected of them. The government 
has also increased credit facilities 
to the point where they seem 
rather more than ample. 

All of these things comprise serv- 
tces which the government or gov- 
ernment agencies may well render 
not more for the advantage of a 


particylar class than for the benefit | 


of all the people. In every in- 
stance it is necessary that the 
farmer do something for himself. 


THE FARMER'S PROBLEM 

With production out of the realm 
of acute problems the farmer is 
faced by the necessity of selling and 
idistributing. In. few instances has 
this dual problem attracted him. 
‘Instead of selling he has taken 
what was offered him by shrewd 
middlemen and now that the prob- 
lem ia acute, he naturally turns 
fagain to the government and asks 
for laws that will accomplish some- 
thing that cannot be accomplished 
by laws. The lesson of salesman- 
ship is one the farmer is now 
studying. He is bound to leurn it 


The salvation of his business lies 
in organized salesmanship. Selling 
is even more important than pro- 
ducing and in the industrial field 
as much may be expended for sell- 
ing as for producing. Some day 
the farmer may do the same. 

| The action of the American 
bombs Bureau Federation in side- 
tracking what are really selling 
plans is not very important in the 
long view of the situation. They 
may advocate laws, fuss over 
freight rates and devise ways of 
upsetting the economic balance. Of 
far greater significance is the agri- 
cultural department's report that 
there are now in existence over 
25,000 agricultural co-operative as- 
sociations and organizations. They 
may not have achieved much, but 
the movement is gaining. The 


number of associations has doubled . 


in elght years. In such a case there 
ia promise that the farmers will 
eventually learn to’ sell their 
produce on their own terms. 


NEED OF CO-OPERATION 


Some of these organizations have 
been very succeseful. Aaron Sa- 
piro, regarded as the high author- 


with Mr. Peteet. Theirs was a 
joint defeat. Mr. Sapiro is said to 
be counsel for ten different co-op- 
eratives in California and earns 
very large feea. 

The feeling is that the Farm Bu- 
reau Federation has taken a step 
backward or at least erred in not 
giving co-operative marketing a 
more importnt position on its pro- 
gram. 

A thoughtful writer on this sub- 
fect recently pointed out that, Den- 
mark, where co-operative selling is 
most highly organized, the great 
effort. is devoted to the improve- 
ment in quality of product. At any 
rate they worked from that to 
marketing. In America, aside from 
political activities, the pro tem be- 
gins and ends with distribution and 
marketng. 

So important ts the latter that 
a new proposition has been ad- 
vanced that Congress investigate 
all boards of trade and produce ex- 
changes. Congressmen might read 
the reports of previous investiga- 
tions and of the Federal 
Commission, buf it would not be 
so dramatic.

Lie John

In “Memories of the Russian Court” the Late Czarina’s [n- 
limate Friend Gives a Moving Accourt of the Private 
Life of the Unhappy Czar and His Family

ig has always been the happy di- 
version of mankind to lay the 
blame for every debacle and dis- 
aster, private and public, upon 
womankind. “Cherchez la femme” 
is more than a French proverb. It 


it one that originated with Adam 
and that has never lost its po- 
tency. 

One is doubly convinced of this 
when considering the collapse of 
Russia under the strain of the war, 
with the ruin of the Czar and his 
family. Quite in accordance with 
the accepted rules of the game, the 
Diame for the loss of prestige of 
the royal autocrats which preceded 
the revolution was laid on the 
Ozarina. 

She was charged with being 
cold, proud, aloof; with being de- 
voted to Germany even when her 


-@Ountry was engaged in a life and 


death struggle with that nation 
and of carrying her devotion so 
Yar that she plotted and planned 
the betrayal of Russia and her 
allies to the Germans. Another 
savory set of charges involved her 
private character, especially in re- 
lation to the monk, Rasputin 
There was nothing too bad to say 
of Alexandra Feodorovna. 

Of the Czar, it was enough to 
charge that he was a weakling, 
gsubgect to the influence of this 
modern Deliah, his wife. 

From the many books that have 
been published in regard to condi- 
tions in Russia before and during 
the revolution, the figures of the 
Czar and the Czarina are emerging 
in a new and clear light that makes 
absurd all other foolish and ma- 
licious tales that have been told of 
them. 

In Anna Viroubova’s “Memories 
of the Russian Court” as well as 
in many other books, the last of 
the Romanoffs appear as a kindly, 
simple-minded couple, devoted to 
each other and to their country. 
That they were called upon at a 
critical time to lead Russia out of 
the wilderness in which the cor- 
ruption and extravagance and 
wrong-headedness of the governing 
class had kept it, is one of the 
tragedies that make red the pages 
of history. 

Even had the Czar been a great

mal life. She adored them and 
looked up to them in every way. 
But she is a woman of intelligence 
and judgment. She knows that, 
after all that has heen written and 
all the evidence that has been pro- 
duced, it is useless to gloss over 
events; that only the truth will 
serve those whom she would 
giadly canonize. . 

So she telis of the Czarina's dis- 
like of her husband’s family, of 
her quick temper, of her fears and 
jealousies and superstitions. But 
these are seen with the eyes of 
love. It is when she dilates, upon 
Alexandra’s lovely and lovable 
traits and quaities that Mme. Vi- 
roubova waxes enthusiastic. 

In Rasputin she still has faith 
She admits that he had one fault 
—fondness for strong drink. But 
that is all. He remains the holy 
man, whose virtue had potency to 
bless. She solemnly and indig- 
nantly denies that he exercised or 
tried to exercise political influence 
through either the Czarina or the 
Czar. She tells of how he cured 
her (Viroubova,) when she was 
mortally injured in a railroad ac- 
cident, and of how much he did in 
improving the health of the un- 
happy little Czarevitch. 

She gives intimate pictures of 
the royal family on their yacht, in 
their private apartments where the 
Czar read aloud each evening, in 


their happy jaunts out of doors 


and in those sadder moments when 
sickness and affliction had to be 
met. 
The abdication of the Czar and 
the terror of the days that followed 
the outbreak of the revolution are 
described graphically. Then Vi- 
roubova was taken to prison, and 
never again saw her beloved 
friends. Of her own prison ex- 
periences, she gives all the cruel 
and dreadful details.

John G. Neihardt belongs to our 
boundless, original America. .On 
the east and on the west the great 
ocean highways have linked us to 
the old worid._But in the vast cen- 
tral regions of our country belofgs 
a civilization truly our own. It is 
a life inherent in the very soil, 
growing up with the development 
of the great material structure; 
not so much because of wealth, but 
because of a vast spiritual] institu- 
tion. Nature there does not con- 
fine herself to the soil. The people 
are consciously related to the 
prairies, the great rivers and the 
mountains. They feel the urge of 
expansion; they are strong in cos- 
mic forces. The life in that “in- 
‘land empire” is symbolized by the 
great natural resources; they are 
not the children of what has gone 
(on before, subject to old-world 
feeling—they are pioneers, fron- 
tiersmen, explorers and makers of 
a civilization. 

John G. Niehardt is an ‘enthu- 
siast. He is the high priest of 
those early adventurers. Of them 
rhe says in the introduction to the 

“Song of Three Friends,” ‘“Any- 
one who has taken the trouble to 
explore that spacious and com- 
paratively little-known field of 
American history (1822-1823) will 
be likely to believe with me that 
the heroes of that time were the 
direct descendants in the epic line 
of all the heroes of the race that 
have been celebrated in song and 
saga.”

Your present 
is, in a great measure, a heritage 
from the past. And their blood is 
in your veins,”

This is a thoughtfully consid- 
ered and carefully-phrased exti- 
mate of one of America’s outstand- 
ing characters, by a scholarly brit- 
ish statesman and diplomat. Lord 
Charnwood confesses at the out- 
set that Roosevelt was one of the 


heroes of his youth and that when 
asked to prepare this work he 
undertook the task with unmixed 
enthusiasm. 

That he has made a distinct con- 
tribution to Rooseveltiana, no stu- 
dent of that many-sided man will 
dare deny, but that there are any 
of the elements of finality in the 
work is doubtful. Lord Charnwood 
is first of all a diplomat, and 
though his biography of Lincoln 
is one of the great works on that 
greatest of great Americans, we 
miss in his volume on Rouwsevelt 
that freedom which time and per- 
spective affords. This is not a 
criticism of the work, but merely 
a pointing out of the limitations 
that necessarily hampered this 
facile and able writer. 

Roosevelt is too close to us’ for 
a final estimate: of his many great 
and distinguished services to his 
country. He was, beyond doubt, 
one of the foremost moldersa of 
thought and opinion of his time. 
That he was not always fair in 
his method of attack; that he sel- 
dom exercised any great care in 
the selection of the weapons he 
employed and that he was ruthiess 
in the use of the bludgeon when 
he had a goal to reach, maay 
men still living can testify. He 
was a man of fluid characteristics, 
not at all scrupulous in a fight, 
and when once in he used tooth 
and claw and was never averse to 
hitting below the belt, for ali 
he saw was the goal and to him 
defeat was unthinkable.

When we were in England las: |

NO FAMILY LIFE 


No Affection Shown for Parents in 
Moscow Children’s Questionnaire 


A questionnaire circulated among 
young people working in one of 
the large Moscow factories dealt 
with their attitude toward family 
life. Several of the replies indi- 
cated considerable confusion in the 
young persons’ minds as to what 
a family really was. 

Some confessed that they did not 
know. No one spoke of a family 
as a circle dear to one’s heart, 
where one lives among kindred 
who understand and love him. 
Most of the replies indicated little 
tenderness for the mother. She 
is defined as “an educator,” or “a 
manager,” or “a housekeeper,” or 
“a cook.” Fifty-four ung per- 
sons gave the last of these defini- 
tions. 

If the answers showed little evi- 
dence of affection for the mother 
they showed no indication what- 
ever of thia sentiment for the 
father. In every instance he was 
defined as “the family manager,”

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TOKIO BIDS FOR 
SILK EXPORTS 


Proposal Advocated by 
Commercial ‘Interests

Kobe Eliminated .as Possi-

TOKIO, Nov. 20.—(By Mail) 
The proposal for the establishment 
of another silk exporting port al 
Kobe, which has been warmly ad- 
Yocated by business men and silk 
in the southwestern part 
of Japan, is beitig severely frowned 
upon by the authorities, who de- 
sire that Yokohama shall continue 
to remain the main and only silk 
exporting port in the Empire. 

Prior to the destruction of Yoko- 
hama, there was cnsiderable sup- 
port for the plan to make of Kobe 
too a silk exporting port, and when 
the calamity of September oc- 
curred, the plan naturally was re- 
vived and intensified. The proposal 
is gaining ground among many 
traders, but the authorities, how- 
ever, are firmly opposed to the 
ground and maintain that a sin- 
gie port for the exportation of 
raw siik is the wisest and most 
advantageous in the long run. 

At a meeting of the central as- 
sociation of Japanese yarn 
unions, Baron Den, Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce, voiced 
the government's opposition to any 
presser looking in the direction of 

aving Kobe for amplifying the ex- 
portation of raw silk. The au- 
thorities are far from satisfied at 
the presént condition under which 
raw-silk transactions are carried on 
in Yokohama, Baron Den told his 
audience, but, while prepared to 
alter the system, the government 
does not propose to deviate one 
fota from making Yokohama the 
one and only port in the country 
for the exportation of raw silk. 

Viewed from the standpoint of 
the concentration and the distri- 
bution of the goods, the establish- 
ment of a silk exporting port at 
Kobe may be convenient to the pro- 
ducers and traders in the Kansal 
districts (southwestern Japan) and 
in Kyushu and Shikoku (south- 
ern Japan, but Yokohama has the 
greatest advantage as the silk ex- 
porting port to America which is 
' the greatest buyer of Japan's raw 
silk. Moreover, it is very disad- 
VYantageous to establish a silk in- 
spection office, habutai condition- 
ing house and silk exchange at two 
Places, as will have to be done if 
@ second silk exporting port is es- 
tablished. Furthermore, it is in- 
advisable to move the center of the 
silk export trade, which is the 
‘eource of the industrial and econ- 
omic life of Yokohama and with- 
out which Yokohama can never 
recover, 

These are among some of the 
reasons why the authorities are 
vigorusly opppsed to the establish- 
ment of @ second port for the ex- 
porting of raw silk.

1 to October 31 show an Increase 
of nearly $10,000,000 in the value 
of goods imported from Great 
Britain into Canada through Cana- 
dian ports as a resuit of the 10 
per cent additional British prefer- 


ence given at the last session of 
Parliament on all goods from Brit- 
ain conveyed direct to a sea or 
river port of Canada. Most notable 
was the increase in the months of 
June and July, when the change 
had a more visible effect on British 
imports. In June the total im- 
ported from Britain into Canadian 
ports was $12,869,041, or an in- 
crease of°$3,434,055, while in July 
the total was $12,333,071, or an in- 
crease of $3,555,143.

Domestic Business Conditions:

show production of gasoline at 
659,061,000 gallons, against 623,- 
733,000 gallons in September, and 
566,279,000 in October, 1923. Stocks 
of gasoline at the end of October 
were 946,873,000 gallons, compared 
with 972,696,000 gallons in Septem- 
ber and 723,584,000. in October, 
1922. Production of fuel and lu- 
bricating olls Increased over Sép- 
tember this year, and October of 
last year. Stocks of fuel oil de- 
clined and stocks of lubricating oll 
increased, Production of pneu- 
matic rubber tires Increased, and 
stocks declined. Shipments of tires 
were greater than in September 
this year and October a year ago. 

November sales of two large mail- 
order houses at $34,528,000 com- 
pared with $37,743,000 the pdevious 
month, and $31,201,000 in Novem- 
ber, 1922. Defaulted NMabilities in 
November were $50,282,000, com- 
pared with $79,302,000 the pre- 
vious mnronth, and $40,265,000 in 
November, 1922. October tax col- 
lections on theater admissions, in- 
dicating September patronage, 
were $7,000,000, against $4,933,000 
the previous month, and $5,396,000 
in October, 1922. Collections fram 
conveyances and transfers and 
stock isstes increased over the pre- 
vious month and October, 1922, as 
did tax collections on jewelry sales.

Quiet Reigns 
in Office of

One office in the city where tele- 
phones do not ring, where bells do 
not buzz, and where quiet reigns, 
is the office of A. B. Cass, presi- 
dent of the Southern California 
Telephone Company. He is one of 
the quietest men I have ever met, 
even if he does have in his em- 
ploy 1 per cent of the total popu- 
lation of the city of Los Angeles, 
and even if the company is hav- 
ing a mad scramble to keep up 
with the growth of the city in 
the supply of telephonea. 

Mr. Cass thinks that Los Ange- 
les is a difficult place in which to 
conduct a telephone business.

He would look at them with quict 
dignity, and there it would be good- 
by grievance.

There couldn't be a greater con- 
trast than Mr. Cass and the lines 
of business he has chosen. For a 
quiet man he has chosen three very 
obstreperous activities. Back in 
Oklahoma, he was a licensed trader 
with the Creek and Choctaw In- | 
dians, until in 1988, when he came 
on a sightseeing trip to Southern 
California. It was good-by Indians, 
hello California then, for out here 

he came to stay. 


FORMED COMPANY 

He and his brother then started 
the firm of Cass Brothers Stove 
Company, which branched out into 
a hardware store, and then into 
Cass-Smurr Company, and then 
Cass - Smurr - Damerel Company. 
However, by this time Mr. Cass was 
interested in the thought of start- 
ing a telephone company and sold 
out. So in 1897 with Senator John 
D. Works and three others he 
applied for a franchise and in 1901 
the Home Telegraph 
Compa was organ .

“Success,” said Mr. Cass, ‘consists 
of an organization which {s har- 
monious within itself, and which 
has the good will of the public. 
A lot depends also on the charac- 
ter of the people at the head of 
the different departments.” 
“But, Mr. Cass,” I questioned, 
“surely some credit should be given 
to the man at the head of it all 
who is able to build up such an 
organization?” “Not at all,” he an- 
swered, “a mafi has no right to be 
at the head of any business if he 
is not able to gather together and 
keep himself surrounded with effi- 
client and successful men and 
women. It is the organization that 
counts, for on that organizatidbn the 
responsibility of the entire concern 
rests.

NO PERSONAL SUCCESS 


Did Mr. Cass give me any max- 
ims for a personal success? Ab- 
solutely not. In fact it wasn't un- 
til I had left the office that I dis- 
ee that he had turned the 
q on from himself. He hadn't 
argued with me, he hadn't told me 
that he didn't want to talk about 
himself, he just didn’t talk about 
himself. No wasted time, no 
‘wasted energy and no wasted ex- 
plantations. He just went ahead and

and pleasantly, but firmly. 

If there was ever a quality which 
/has made for success down through 
the ages, it is just that quality 
of an unswerving determination, 
‘which quietly carries a man 
through any amount of difficulties, . 
without knowing that the aim. 

It isn’t the sort | 
of determination which makes | 
hard work of, the fighting either. |

That emphatic counsel is given 
by a man whose authority to give it 
will not be questioned—Seymour L. 
Cromwell, president of the New

Many people have an idea that 
the New England States during the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centu- 
ries were governed by a narrow 
code of laws known as the “blue 
laws.” The fact is that 90 per 
cent of the so-called blue laws of 
New England are mere fiction. An 
examination of the records of the 
old New England towngs shows that 
very few of such laws were ever 
passed by any town or ever en- 
forced in any court. i, 

No people in the world had a 
wider liberty in all matters per- 
taining to civics and religion than 
the early settlers of New England. 
The few so-called blue laws related 
only to gsuch matters as keeping 
of the Sabbath, using profane lan- 
guage and disrespectful criticism 
of persons in authority. 

A search of the records shows 
that not more than 20 per cent of 
all the towns of the six New En- 
gland States passed any blue laws, 
and in only a few cases were any 
penalties inflicted for violating 
such laws. 

The records of New London, Ct., 
show that a certain wicked. fisher- 
man was fine for catching eels on 
Sunday and. his companion. fined 
20 shillings for satting. the. boat on 
that day. Another item in the ree- 
ords of the same town states that 
John Lewis and Sarah Chapman 
were tried in court for sitting side 
by side under an apple tree an the 
Lord's Day, but were let off with 
a severe reprimand. 

One Capt. Kemble of Boston, re- 
turing from a three years’ voyage 
at sea, and arriving in pert on 
Sunday morning, was met, when 
within one block of his home, 
by his wife, who ran out to 
meet him and, forgetting that 
there was a law in that town 
against a man kissing his wife in 
public on the Sabbath day (though 


there was no law forbidding him 


kissing another man’s wife on the 
same day) kissed his wife in the 
presence of some churchgoers. was 
jater arrested and sentenced ‘to 
sit for two hours in the public 
stocks for his lewd and unseemly 
behavior.” 

There wage also a law passed in 
certain towns forbidding any per- 
son to unduly criticise a preacher. 
For instance, the records of Wind- 
ham state that in 1729 a certain 
unregenerate citizen was punished 
for saying: “I would rather hear 
my dog bark than to hear Bellamy 
preach.” In another town one 
Thomas Makepeace was disciplined 
for stating that Parson Lenthal

CALM AND FOG 

lt was a week later before the 
wind hauled around to the north- 
west and began to shove the old 
hevker along in earnest. Our first 
really fair wind of the voyage, 
then, came over our weather quar- 
ter just two weeks after we ,left 
Port Angeles, after 
night of battling gales, headwinds, 
days of dead calms and deep-sea 
fogs. 

But when that fair wind did ar- 
rive the Mowhulu picked up her 
forefoot and displayed some of 
the stuff that years ago made her 
the hardest sailor on the seas. In 
the three days that the nor-wester 
stayed with us she left more than 
700 mites of blue Water behind and 
during one day's run logged 240 
miles. This with a dirty bottom— 
she has not been in dry dock for 
two years—and with both the 
mainsail and crossjack furled, all 
her spankersails also being brailed 
down. 

During such days and nights as 
these there is nothing to compare, 
as far as I can see, with being 
aboard a square-rigger while she 
is driving on. Floods of white wa- 
ter boiling from her bows; curling 
seas piling high and breaking over 
‘the weather rails. The ship looks 
ilike a huge sea bird in full flight, 
with every sail, from the flying jib 
to the miazen upper topgallant, 
bellied out and drawing full. There 
is no jarring vibration or grating 
sound, only the eerie howl of the 
wind in the rigging and the regu- 
lar rise and fall of the ship as she 
rides the long northwest swells 
as though she were a part of the 


se@a. 
WIND INCREASES | 

The wind increases by squalls te 
‘dangerous proportions and_ the 
captain, pacing the waist deck, 
yells to the mate:

“Aloft, three or four of you, and 
make them fast,” yells the mate. 
“And you in the main there, over- 
haul those upper topsail buntlines 
before you come down.” 

Up the weather rigging you £0, 
four to a mast, the gale pirming 
you to the rigging one moment and 
then nearly blowing you off as the 
ship rolls to the other side. On 
up, Pp the tops and crosstrees, 
until yOW reach the upper topgal- 
lant yard, 160 feet above the roll- 
ing, tossing deck. 

You “look down the mast for a 
moment, which is describing giant 
ares through the spray-filled air 
like some huge inverted pendulum 
gone wild. The first man to the 
yard goes out to the yardarm, 
loosing the gaskets as he goes. 


SAILS WHIPPING 

The thousand pounds of sail, 
hanging loose in the buntlines, is 
whipping and slatting about Iike 
mad, shaking the seventy-foot stec! 
yard as though it were a green 
bulrush and almost shaking you 
off the footropes as you try to pull 
two fists-full of wet canvas up on 
the yard. 

At the top of your voice you yell 
at the man next to you on the 
yard, two feet away, that his gas- 
ket has fouled the sheet. You 
can’t hear your own voice above 
the howl] of the gale, though, and 
he shakes his head that he can’t 
hear a word you say. 

Finally, however, you get the 
gaskets passed, everything made 
fast and lay below with the prom- 


the sail again as soon as the gale 
moderates a_ little. 

Between times, though, 
were several days of that 
weather during which storm dam- 
age is repaired and ship made

dead calm, light airs and fair 


winds. 
Such days are the best part of 


the going to sea, with all sail set and 


a solid fert-| 


drawing evenly, the ship gliding 
along in a smooth sea with a light 
westerly breathing over her quar- 
ter. Part of the watch are aloft, 
overhauling the fore-rigging, two 
more hands are repairing sails on 
the waist deck, while the mate is 
laying down the law to a couple of 
youngsters who have spilled ma- 
hogany paint on the white bul- 
warks, The captain, pacing the 
deck, watches the sky for signs of 
changing weather, while the men 
of the watch below are shaving or 
washing clothes on deck forward. 
There is always an endless 
amount of work to do on board 
a sailing vessel, yet she never looks 
better than when she enters port 
on the completion of a voyage— 
her rigging taught, her hull, masts 
and yards glistening in a new coat 
of paint, brasswork shining and 
‘teakwood railings. and copings 
brightened by repeated coats of 
gpar varnish. 
Seventeen days out, we were ly- 
ine outside the Channel! Islands, 
when out steermg gear was com- 


the port tiller line, the four-inch 
steel sable parting at the quadrant. 
The break had evidently occurred 
during one of the severe gales, but 


pletely disabled by the breaking of 


luckily the cable did not part en- 
tirely until we were In fair weath- 
er. The ship was eteered all after- 
noon by an emergency gear aft and 
at sunset that same evening we had 
repaired the break at sea with 
everything shipshape again. 

Bresking of the tiller line was 
our last hard Inck of the voyage 
and. after drifting about the San 
Pedro Channel for two days with 
dead calms and light winds, we 
sighted the mainiand at dawn on 
November 309. 

We laid listlesslv in the glasey 
sea of the channel all day-—with 
our home port In plain sight—un- 
{il midafternoon. when a smart 
northwest breeze came up and 
within an hour brought us within 
three miles of Breakwater Light. 
A harbor tug, with a mighty bone 
in her teeth, came running out to 
meet us.

CONRAD BUFF AND 
THE DESERT SILENCE 


Conrad Buff is holding his first 
one-man show at the Les Angeles 
Museum. He is a young man and 
has been exhibiting In Los Angeles 
for a few years only, though his 
training in art started some twenty 
years ago in Switzerland and 
Munich. Only in isolated canvases 
in the two annual spring and fall 
exhibitions has his work been seen. 
It is always interesting, therefore, 
to see a number of paintings by 
one artist together, for it is only 
then, when they have a chance 
to speak by themselves, that one 
can get an idea of the various. 
angles of a painter's expression. 

If a one-man show is to be of 
value, it should most certainly give 


beth earlier and later works, and 
to trace in them the changes and 
periods, if there be any, of the 
artist's development. in this re- 
spect Buff'’s show is especially in- 
teresting; for in it one can see a 
steady for and several 
distinct 

The rst seven paintings in 
the catalog May consistently be 
grouped | by themselves, for they 
belong one period of growth.

the brilliancy of the mountains. 
“Solitude and Silence,” painted at 
about the same time, is entirely 
different from the former painting, 
being much more abstract in con- 
ception. It must almost be viewed 
from the same standpoint as one 
would hear a musical composi- 
tion, so nonrepresentative is it. 
This is a strange and haunting 
canvas, and perhaps the most de- 
cisively creative in the exhibition. 
Inspired by the pyramidal peaks at 
Convict Lake, and moved by their 
fine proportions, Buff has created 
a painting which carries in it all 
the horror, mystery and haunting 
beauty the name Convict Lake im- 
plies. Across a dark-blue water, 
three great simple masses of gran- 
ite, uncompromising and massive, 
rise like pyramids and dominate 
the landscape. “Solitude and Si- 
lence” is a fitting title for such an 
original conception. 

The last two paintings of the 
group and the last works of the 
painter are “Monotony” and “Rem- 
iniscence of the Desert.” Both are 
based on the same motive as the 
earlier “Desert Hills.” but much 
simplified and strengthened. “Rem- 
iniscences of the Desert” is indeed, ' 
as its name implies, the summing | 
up, after numberless studies, of 
the characteristics of the desert as | 
the artist saw them, the rhythm of 
the hills, the harshness and crude- | 
ness of the light, the absolute deseo- 
lation of spirit. In “Monotony” a 
slightly different aspect is empha- 
sized.

The growth of the city, its pro- 


gressiveness in all ways—commercially and esthetically—prove «ach 
matters, but It seemed to me, listening to the Los Angeles Philharmonic 
Orchestra concerts of November 30 and December 1, last, that two «x- 
ceptional strides had been made: First, by the Philharmonic as an .ar- 
tistic organization; second, by the audiences in their power of musical 


discrimination. 

New York has to its credit some 
musical achievements. So have 
Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
San Francisco and Lon- 
don, Paris, Vienna and Berlin. But 
in none of these cities was there 
developed in the amazing short 
space of four years such an or- 
chestra as the Los Angeles Phil- 
harmonic is today, nor such dis- 
criminating audiences as gather to 
listen to it. 

For it must be remembered that 
when these other cities founded 
their respective symphony organi- 
gations there was a considerable 
population already prepared for 
this type of music. Not that Los 
Angeles Was utterly lacking in this 
respect; quite the contrary. But 


their number was relatively inauf- 

ficient to question, seemingly, the 
founding of a permanent  sym- 
Phonic body designed to launch 
and maintain an elaborate concert 
schedule. There is a vast differ- 
ence between getting a satisfac- 
tory assemblage to hear a few sym- 
phony orchestra programs in e 
course of'‘an entire season, and 
expecting adequate attendances to 
each of the many concerts offered 
in the programmatic scheme of a 
first-rate orchestral body.

“COSTUMES HUGO” 


The fact that Victor Hugo was 
a skiliful artist as well as a mas- 
ter of words and illustrated his 
own stories is not generally 
known. In transactions of recen'! 
years these sketches of the prin- 
cipal characters have been omitted. 
When Universal Pictures Corpora- 
tion decided to produce “The 
Hunchback of Notre Dame,” 
which is the attraction at the Cri- 
terion Theater, Perley Poore Shee- 
han was sent to France to head 
the executive technical staff which 
drafted the plans. Mr. Sheehan 
followed up every possible angle 
of research and discovered many 
very old volumes of the noted 
work. All these contained the 
original sketches. 

Some of these volumes were in 
libraries, and the rest were con- 
tained in highly-prized private co!- 
lections, so that their purchase 
Arrangements 
were made, however, to have pho- 
tographic copies made and these 
were brought back to Universal 


City, where they were enlarged as 
much as possible. The result was 
that the work of the costumers 
Was greatly simplified and one 
possible angle of criticism—-the 
correct costuming of the period— 
solved beyond question. 

The plates were particularly 
valuable in obtaining the correct 
make-up for Lon Chaney, who 
plays the part of Quasimodo, the 
hunchback. This make-up is one 
of the most complicated in the 
history of the theater. Chaney re- 
quired four hours each day to pre- 
pare for his part. Around the 


studio it was an ever-present 
question: “How much is Chaney, 
and how much is make-up?” 


Chaney's Quasimodo is one of 
the most remarkable roles ever 
enacted. Great as was his work 
in “The Miracle Man,” “The Pen- 
alty” and “The Shock,” it, is 
dwarfed by comparison to 
rart here. His par: is pleyed 
against one of the most impres- 
sive backgrounds ever constructed, 
the Cathedral of Notre Dame. 


Thomas Dixon, author of “The 
Birth of a Nation,” has again 
stepped to the fore with the writ- 
ing and directing of a new film 
production, “The Mark of the 
Beast,” which is now showing at 
Clune’s Broadway.

n Southern California 


E circulation of sap in a tree is not 
like that of blood in animals, though 
one often sees such a statement in 

print. There is no continuous circulating 

system in a tree; it may more properly be 
called ebb and flow. The foliage is the food 

factory for the plant and every leaf is a 

factory hand. The leaf receives the crude 

sap through the stem. After the sap reach- 
es the leaf it is uniformly distributed by 
means of the veins, to all parts, more es- 
pecially into those cells containing most of 
the chlorophyll, or green-colored material. 

In those leaves receiving the direct ight of 

the sun is the plant food manufactured. 

This plant food is largely sugar, which. 

through fermentation, has become soluble 

and diffusible, and in such form flows ‘o 


other parts of the plant. In fact, it flows 
to all parts of the plant, just inside the out- 
er bark in trees, or in the cambium layer. 
So that the descending sap is flowing down 
between the bark and the sapwood, through 
which latter the crude sap is moving up- 
ward. It is only the down-flowing sap that 
builds tissue or wood, for ascending sap 
contains no building material. The bricks 
and mortar, as it were, do not go up in an 
elevator, but come down in one. The fac- 
tory and mixing box are “up in the air.” 

The roots absorb directly from the soil 
all water that enters a plant. Many sup- 
pose that when they sprinkle a_ wilting 
plant it freshens through absorption of wa- 
ter into its leaves. This is not the case, 
‘for very little water may enter a plant 
through its leaves; not enough to influence 
its recovery of rigidity. All the water, prac- 
tically, enters through the root hairs. It is 
because of this that our readers are so 
often warned against allowing roots to dry 
while transplanting, for root hairs, once 
injured, do not grow again and the absorp 
tion of water and the subsequent pumping 
of it up into the leaves cannot take place 
until new root hairs are formed, once they 
are dried. If the weather is hot and dry, 
the exhaustion of sap through transpira- 
tion of the leaves allows the moved plant 
to wilt, perhaps to die, before the new in- 
take for the pump is ready. Whenever the 
soil is lacking in water so that the root 
hairs cannot extract enough to supply that 
lost by the leaves, the plant wilts. That is 
physica! drought, and leaves and fruit may 
drop. When, for any cause, roots cannot 
so function when water is present in suf- 
ficient quantities, it is called phvsiological 
drought, and this latter state may actually 
be caused bv too much water. Both kinds 
of drought contribute to the fall of foliage, 
“June drop” of fruit and other ills. The 
right amount of water in the right place 
and of the right temperature will prevent 
loss of foliage or fruit.

We have about a dozen species of pen- 
stemons in Southern California and now 
that the wild flower is near at hand, visi- 
tors to, the hills will be interested in them 
and in knowing how to identify them.

stemons are shrubs or herbaceous peren- 
nials bearing showy tubular flowers. If you 
wish to be sure, pull open the flower to see 
if the immature seed pod is pointed on top. 
See if the stamens are five in number: 
that’s where it gets its botanical name 
penta is Greek for five—hence penstemony. 
One of the stemons has no inther and from 
this vou may know the flower is a penste- 
mon. In seme species this barren stamen 
is heavily bearded or covered with hairs. 

About one-half of the species have red 
flowers with slender tubular flowers. Two 
of them are shrubby and sprawling, usn- 
ally leaning on surrounding shrubs for sup- 
port. One of the species has blue flowers, 
four have purple and one, Penstemon 4na- 
tirrhinoides, has yellow flowers. The sew 
eral species range from the desert to 


the sea. The more common and the show 


est species is P. spectablis: on some plants 
the flowers are bilue-purple and on others, 
rose-purple. It has a trumpet-shaped flow- 
er. A brilliant scarlet with a narrower 
tube often grows near the last species, and 
is known a P. centranthifolius. It is more 
common in the driest, sandiest soils. The 
upper leaves clasp the stem. A half-climber 
with scarlet flowers and heart-shaped 
leaves, is FP. cordifolius. This shrubby 
species is found with other shrubs. One 
species grows in, usually in canyons, some- 
times prostrate, though the bases of the 
plant. stems are woody, and the leaves 
small. Sometimes the flowers are blue- 
purple, sometimes pink-purple. Its name 
is P. heterophyllus. The above are the 
species that are generally common. 


A Ludicrous Comparison 

About two years ago Luther 
sent out a new amaranth which, because of 
its brilliant flame-color, he named “Com- 
bustion,” a really fitting name for a worthy 
plant. Now, however, a Santa Rosa news- 
paper quotes him as giving vent to the fol- 
lowing silly slush: “Think of producing at 
an outlay of fifty cents or a dollar more 
color in a garden than can be produced by 
expending $5000 in plants in any other place 
in the world!” Such ludicrous comparisons 
have become so common in relation to the 
work of this plant breeder as to discredit 
much of the really good work he has done. 
Many other plant breeders have contributed 
far more to the world than has Mr. Bur- 
bank, but the sensational claims accom- 
panying his introductions, sent broadcast 
through a generous and ever-sensational 
press, have kept his name continuously be- 
fore the public, often in connection with 
new plants of little value. It is regrettable 
that mature judgment does not accompany 
Moonlight of Plants tet 

It is in vain that this department has 
told its many readers that there is no 
value or significance in planting in either 
the “dark of the moon” or the “light of the 
moon.” One now writes that he antici- 
pates planting “in the dark of the moon.”

Unless very 
abundant, it is usually dormant in the day 
tyne, coming out at night to feed on its 
victims. When satiated with the blood of 
its hosts, it assumes a_ pinkish color— 
hence the name red mite.

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The Secretary’s Report 


HIGHER prices for many farm products, 
and some reduction in the prices of 
things farmers have to buy have brought 
about a marked improvement in the condl- 
tion of agriculture in the last year, accord- 
ing to Henry C. Wallace, secretary of Agri- 
culture. He adds, however, that the situa- 
tion is “not yet satisfactory, viewed either 
from the standpoint of the farmer or of na- 
tional welfare.” The two observations form 
the gist of Secretary Wallace’s annual re 
port to the President, copies of which have 
recently reached the press of the country. 
Mr. Wallace attributes the improvement 
of the grower’s lot in part to “wise legisla- 
tion” and to “helpful administration” of 
Jaws designed to aid agriculture. Agricul- 
ture and the needs of the farmer, he de- 
clares, have received more thoughtful and 
sympathetic consideration at Washington 
during the past two and a half years than 
at any previous time in American history. 


The total farm income, says the Secre- 
tary’# report, will be considerably greater 
this year than last. In 1923, he notes, farm- 
ers planted 341,000,000 acres of the princl- 
pal crops, an increase of 4,000,000 acres 
over the area planted in 1922 and of 3,000,- 
000 acres over that put in crops in 1921, The 
1923 yield he estimates at 265,000,000 tons, 


which, he says, is about the same as that 


of 1922 and 11,000,000 tons above the aver- 
age for the last ten years. The increase in 
returns from eleven of the main crops is 
cited in the report as an indication of the 
general gain in this respect. 

Secretary Wallace also points out that 
the farmers are relatively better off be- 
cause the purchasing power of their prod- 
ucts has advanced in the last year, Their 
improved position, he says, has helped in- 
dustrygand business and he adds that fur- 
ther benefits in this direction may be ex- 
pected as farm income increases, “because 
the agricultural plant has been seriously 
depleted in the last six years and must be 
restored.” Farmers will buy more and 
more freely of the things they need as their 
position improves, he declares, a state of 
affairs that is bound to have a powerful ef- 
fect upon the general business situation. 


Business is Good 

LEADING California nurseryman, who 

has just made a tour of the entire 
State, declares that there is bound to be 
an unusually heavy demand for all kinds of 
ornamental trees and shrubs throughout the 
coming planting season and that the mar- 
ket for fruit trees is much better than 
most nurserymen had looked for a short 
time ago. He explains that the interest in 
ornamental plants is due to the unusual 
development in home building all over the 
State. His own company, he says, is ship 
ping carloads of ornamental stock to vari- 
ous points in Southern California, where, of 
course, the greatest home building activity 


_ in the United States is taking place. Most 


of the call, he reports, is for large speci- 
men plants, indicating that immediate ef- 
fect in the beautification of home grounds 
is a growing consideration with - builders. 
The growing importance of the ornamental 
plant business in California's industrial 
scheme is also attested, he says, by the 
growing demand all over the country for 
roses, small palms, bulbs and other orna- 
mentals produced in the Golden State. 


Summing up the situation, this nursery- 
man, predicts that all available ornamental 
stock will havg been abeut cleaned up by 
the end of the planting season, while the 
sale of fruit trees and vines, both north and 
south, will average up to that of other years. 
It will be a prosperous year for the nurs- 
ery industry all around, he says.

IMPERIAL VALLEY LETTUCE DEAL — 


UNDER WAY WITH PROFIT IN SIGHT

RAWLBEY.—To this district goes the 
B credit for shipping the first car of let- 

tuce for the season. The car, which 
went out November 30, was packed by Jack 
& McBurney and consigned to themselves at 
Chicago. The lettuce was well headed and 
was of standard size and quality. Imperial 
and El Centro followed the next day, each 
with a car. Imperial’s car was packed by 
Kanah & Symmonds. The El Centro car 
was shipped by the Gentile Company and 
was billed to El Paso. 

Imperial County Horticultural Commis- 
sioner B. A. Harrigan recently checked up 
on Imperial Valley lettuce acreage and 
found that there are about 18,000 acres 
planted to the crop. His books now show 
over 17,000 acres and there are fully 1000 
scattered about the valley, controlled by 
small operators, who have not been listed. 
This makes, according to the commission- 
er, the biggest acreage ever planted to the 
crop in ‘the valley. 

Growers report the condition of the crop 
excelient. The stand is good, in spite of 
the ravages of grasshoppers and measuring 
worms early in the season. The coming of 
cool nights. and the preventative measures 
that were taken by growers saved the crop 
from serious damage. Some of the earliest 
fields had to be replanted, but the acreage 
was small, growers report. 

Last year the first carload shipment was 
made December 6. The present crop is not 
only a week earlier than last year’s, but it 
is said to be much better in quality, and 
the growers and shippers are optimistic 
over the prospect for a profitable deal. The 
weather has been uniformly favofable. Let- 
tace is a cool-weather ‘plant and requires 
cool nights and not too warm days-to bring

The lettuce business has developed into 
one of Imperial’s most important industries. 
The year 1916 saw the first commercial 
planting and the total shipped for the season 
was twenty-eight carloads. From this small 
beginning the business has expanded in sev- 
en years to its present proportions.

DISCUSS TRANSPORTATION 


The last day of the convention was given 
over to a discussion of transportation prob- 
lems facing California growers of perish- 
able products. FE. E. Campbell of Orange 
county presided over the morning session, 
when C. E, Virden, president of the Vir- 

n Packing Company, San Francisco, and 

irman of the Fruit Growers’ Executive 
| Transportation Committee, gave a report of 
the findings of that body, appointed at the 
last session of the Fruit Growers’ and 
Farmers’ Convention, in Sacramento, The 
speaker said that there was little work for 
his committee, as the railroads had given | 
splendid service in transporting California 
perishables during 1923. He complimented 
the western carriers highly and declared 
that the present difficulty experienced by 
distributors was on account of lack of ter- 
minal facilities in the East, causing costly 
California perishables in 
some cases and to the fact that eastern 
buyers hold cars too long, bringing about 
shortages of refrigerator cars for the fruit- 
growing districts of this State. Mr, Virden 


. recommended that a higher demurrage rate 


be charged to speed up the service. 

He-was followed on the program by B. F. . 
McKibben, traffic manager of the Poultry 
‘Producers of California, and Frank Spin- 
ning, transportation expert from Washing- 
ton. The former said that on account of the 
differen e in haulage rates and the good 
service now offered by some steamship 
lines, a large part of the poultry producers’ 
product is now being shipped by water. The 
latter told of the good service performed 
by the carriers for fruit growers in the 
northwest during the past year, in coritrast 
with the deplorable conditions prevalent 
there in 1922. Frederick Reed, representing 
the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange, 
agreed with other speakers that the west- 
ern carriers’ service this year has been 
satisfactory, but he recommended that east- 
ern lines fix a higher demurrage charge to 
facilitate the obtaining of a more depend- 
able schedule for California shipments of 
perishables. 

R. N. Wilson, executive secretary, Agri- 
cultural Legislative Committee, made a re 
port of the investigations of the committee 
on western transportation problems. He 
told of the committee’s work in securing 
co-operation of other western States 
solving transportation problems and pre 
sented some rather formidable figures show- 
ing the tremendous increase in the pro 
duction of perishables in California, empha- 
sizing the necessity of securing and main- 
taining efficient. and _ reasonably priced 
transportation service. Following Mr. Wil- 
son’s report, a paper by C. O. Cornwell, traf- 
fic manager of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Exchange, was read. It told of recent 
rate reductions secured by the California 
Citrus League, of whose traffic committee he 
had acted as chairman, and of other econ- 
omies effected by the league, 

Following Mr. Cornwall's paper, Dallas 
Gray, a fruit grower of Armona, Kings 
county, presented ‘some interesting produc- 
tion figures in chart form, and gave what 
was considered to be one of the most con- 
structive talks made before the convention. 

RAILWAY MEN TALK 


At the afternoon session, which was pre- 
sided over by George G. Radcliffe of the 
State Board of Control, the railroad officials 
had their “innings” and presented the cap.

White Leghorns were sold. These are to 
be marketed for fryers and, as soon as 
they are sold, another bunch of “Reds” will 
replace them and will be out of the way be- 
fore spring, when the Boweng expect to go 
back to the White Leghorns again.

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SURE EARLY VEGETABLES BY 


THE HOTBED NOW 


PLANTING 


BY ROSS H. GAST 


HILE ng from Thanksgiving 
W turkey and anticipating Santa Claus 
it would be well for Southern Call- 
fornia home gardeners to prepare and plant 
their hotbeds, for the latter part of Decem- 
ber is timely for this important gardening 
activity. If the garden does not have a 
hotbed, ite owner should secure materials 
and build one as soon as possible. A small 
bed, one that will easily grow about fifty 
plants efch of tomatoes, peppers and egg 
plant can be constructed of old lumber, such 
as is found in almost every yard, and the 
gardener can do the building himself. 


Tile location of the bed should be a sun- 
ny corner of the garden close to the water 
hydrant, so that it will not be much trouble 
to water it. If rectangular in shape, the 
bed should run east and west, so that it 
will have a southern exposure. A sandy 
spot, rather than one where the soil is too 
heavy, should be selected, if there is a 
difference in soil to choose from. 


The photograph with this artitie shows a 
small bed designed for the average back- 
yard garden. For larger plantings, when a 
large number of plants are wanted, the bed 
should be larger in length, but not in width. 
The dimensions of this bed are four-by-four 
feet square, two and one-half feet high at 
the back and two feet high in front. The 
slant is toward the south, so that the soil 
and plants will receive full benefit from the 
sun's rays. 

In building the frame old lumber should 
be selected, if possible, for it will do very 
well. Redwood is better than pine, for such 
positions as are to be underground, since it 
does not rot easily. The first step is to nail 
together four one-by-twelve-inch boards in. 
the form of a square box without a bottom, 
then, to obtain the slant, cut another four- 
foot long one-by-twelve-inch board diagonal- 
ly from corner to corner, nailing the two 
pieces thus obtained in desired positions on 
opposite sides of the box. : 


The next step in making up a hotbed {fs 
to dig a hole to set the frame in. Taking the 
frame described above as an example, this 
pit should be two and one-half feet deep and 
a little larger than four feet square, so that 
the frame will fit down into it snugly. Be- 
fore placing the frame in the pit, however, 
short stakes should be set in each corner 
so that they will hold the frame at a depth 
of about one and one-half feet in the soil. 


Refore the manure is put in the pit the’ 
seed, cheese-cloth sash and wooden cover 
should be ready. The sash is made by cut- 
ting a piece of cheesecloth a little more 
than four feet square, then nailing one edge 
of it to. the back of the hotbed frame and 
the opposite to a roller made from a dis- 
carded broom handle. In fastening the 


cloth on at the back a strip of wood should

be used to hold it fast. This sash can be 
rolied up and down easily on the roller, 
which also serves to hold the cloth in place 
when it is roiled down. 

The wooden cover can be made of shin- 
gles or stakes nailed to light cross pieces. 
This cover should be tight enough to shed 
the rain and should fit the frame snugly 
so as to keep out the cold. Some gardeners 
make this essential part of the hotbed out 
of heavy roofing paper, which serves very 
well, but does not last over a period of 


This bed is for the backyard ga plant- 
ings, with a capacity of about 150 plants. 


As the manure packed into the pit is the 
‘source of heat to germinate the seed and 
foster the seedling plants along, it should 
be fresh and rather strawy in texture. After 
the hotbed frame is set in the pit this 
manure should be packed down firmly at 
least eighteen inches deep. Sometimes it is 
also wet down after packing. Over this 
manure about three or four inches of soil} 
must be screened, covering the manure 
evenly over the surface of the bed, then 
Hehtly as to fll all: existing poo 

Then the bed is ready for the seed. Usu- 
ally peppers and egg plant are planted at 
this time in hotbeds, and if extra early to- 
mato plants are desired the seed can also 
be planted now. For the home garden the 
New York Improved egg plant is without 
equal and the only variety that seems to do 
weil here, Several kinds of peppers can be 
planted for the various culinary purposes 
for which they are used. For “hot” dishes 
the Jap Chili or the Anaheim should be 
chosen, while for sweet peppers, or stuffing, 
the old-fashioned Ruby King is undoubted- 
ly the best. Some people like the pimiento, 
too, and seed of these can also be started 
in the hotbed at this time. Perhaps the best 
early tomato is the Earliana, which, al- 
though not large, is a prolific producer. The 
Home tomato has always been a favorite 
with the writer on account of its growing 
habit. ‘The vines can be trellised and sup- 
ported off the ground and will produce 
heavy yields of clean fruit. Almost any va- 
riety can be selected, according to individ- 
ual preference. 

In planting the bed scatter the seed over 
the firmed seed bed, then cover them light- 
ly with a mixture of screened soil and man- 
ure. This covering should be very shallow 
and applied evenly. - In planting several 
vegetables in one bed, they can be sep- 
arated by laths pressed into the soil for 
markers, After the planting and covering is 
completed the bed should be sprinkled very 
lightly with a fine spray. This done, the 
sash and top should be placed on to allow 
the heat to rise and left in that position for 
a day or two. 

When the seeds have germinated and the 
seedling plants begin to break through, the 
wooden top can be left off during the warm- 
er portions of the day, but the sash should 
remain over the top, only to- be removed 
when water is applied, once daily and in 
the evening.

The permit and certificate shall be at- 
tached to the waybill accompanying the 
shipment. Sheep for immediate slaughter 
may be shipped without inspection if accom- 
panied by a permit unless such permit re- 
quires inspection.

’ The question of supply should be the in- 
{tial consideration in developing a new 
center for a woolen industry, and we feel 


that the following figures are of interest 
in this connection: In the twelve westery 
States of this country, there is produced 
some 67 per cent of the total annual pro- 
duction of the United States. In the five 
States, including California and those im- 
mediately adjacent, namely, Utah, Arizona, 
New Mexico and Nevada, there was pro 
duced in 1921, a representative year, 62, 
670,000 pounds of wool, equal to 24 per cent 
of the United States total. To this could 
be added Wyoming, with a production of 
21.600,000 pounds, and Colorado with a 
production of 6,839,000 pounds. There is 
also tributary to Los Angeles the produe 
ton in the State of Texas, since most of 
its wool comes from the western part of 
that State, amounting, in 1921, to 18,000,000 
pounds. This makes a total of 99,009,000 
pounds, representing 44 per cent of the 
United States production of 224,564,000 
pounds. 

The total wool export from. all countries 
in the year 1919, which is the latest far 
which figures for all countries are given, 
was 1,806,776,000 pounds. Of this, 955,016, 
000 pounds, or 53 per cent of the total, 
‘came from Australia and New Zealand. In 
other words, Los Angeles has over 53 per 
cent of the total represented by the ex- 
ported wool of the world 3000 miles nearer 
its doors than has the Eastern Coast. This 
New Zealand and Australian Wool is, of 
course, the best wool produced and that 
which is so necessary to worsted manufac 
ture in the United States. 

These data, showing the areas of ‘produc- 
tion for our major wool supplies, indicate 
that a wool market in the Southwest has 
a definite advantage over one in any other 
portion of the country, so far as transporta- 
tion costs are concerned. In.fact, it is pos- 
sible at the present time tq ship wool 
produced in a number of our uthweste\a~ 
StaTes by rail to Los Angeies Harbor, load 
it on ships and place it in eastern markets 
at-less_cost than is required in shipment 
from original points by rail to these eastern 
markets. If the wool, which would be con- 
centrated here, should be scoured and 55 
per cent or 60 per cent of the weight thus 
removed, a much greater saving would re- 
sult to the industry. 


The manufacture woolen materials in 
Los Angeles, togethér with other of our 
textile industries, has shown a material 
increase in the last few toonths. The 
probable annual consumption of wool in 
Los Angeles has been estimated to be 
3,250,000 pounds. 

Aside from the factor of locally prc 
duced woo! supply, there are manufactar 
ing considerations which favor the Sevelop- 
ment of the wool industry here. Perhaps 
first among them should be considered the 
fact that Los Angeles, with its climatic 
conditions, offers a possibility of factory 
construction more healthful to the worker 
than is possible in the more severe east- 
ern climates. The fact that a great deal 
of his life may be lived out of doors 
after factory hours is an important con 
sideration for the woolen worker, who 
labors under the bad effects of air laden 
with lint from the mill operations. Com 
sideration of fuel supply, water, gas gd 
electricity also show Los Angeles admir 


ably adapted to such an industry.

CULL APPLE LAW IS 
SUBJECT FOR DEBATE 


YUCAIPA.—Reports of the 1923 crop of 
apples are now about all in and they show 
the past season to have been the best this 
valley has ever had. Of great interest to 
the growers has been the operations of the 
inspectors for the State Department of Ag- 
riculture who have been “on the job” with 
a vengeance this year and have made many 
arrests. The arrests have all been made 
for violation of the State standardization 
laws, requiring the sale and packing for 
retail of standard fruit. 

The law also requires the grower to sell 
-his cull apples to either the packing-house, 
by-products factories or vinegar and cider 
plants.

of tuberculosis In cattle carried on in the 
counties of Lassen and Modoc. This is con- 
ducted under the tuberculosis free-area law, 
which provides for the removal of tubercu- 
lous cattle and prevents the iatroduction of 
.diseased animals. In these counties stock- 
mien are now producing cattle free from dis- 
ease and exceptional progress has been 
made in eradicating tuberculosis. In about 
one year, more than one hundred thousand 
cattle have been tuberculin tested and all 
reactors slaughtered. 

The eradication of tuberculosis, however, 
presents an extremely complex problem, 
one which for years baffled the world's fore- 
most investigators in their efforts to solve 
it. Happily, by scientific research and prac- 
tical experience, this plague is at last re 
corded among the preventable diseases. 

Passing over the cause of the disease, its 
method of spreading, the classes of. ani- 
mals affected, and the cost imposed on 
stockmea, points are-of vital importance in 
disease eradication, there fre certain fun- 
damental principles in relation to animal- 
disease control which demand serious at- 
tention if the spread of tuberculosis is to 
be prevented.

_. ABOUT BELTS AND THEIR USE

than surfaces of iron or steel, bel 


then put the rough side of the leather belts 
against the pulley face? 

As a matter of fact, this very thing is 
often done. The results of nearly all tests, 
however, point to the opposite as being the 
correct practice. This, it seems, is invari- 
ably true with tests carried on over a 
perio? of time long enough to be of real 
Value. 

Cenclusions following some tests recent-: 
ly made with leather belting and reported 
in “Agricultural Engineering,” the official 
publication of the American Society of Ag- 
ricultural Engineers, may be of interest. 
It was found that, “under average shop 
tension, the capacity of the flesh side (to 
transmit power) averaged from 58 per cent 
to 68 per cent of the capacity possessed by 
the grain side. In general, the grain side 
will transmit from one to three times as 
much power as the flesh side, depending 
upon the belt, the tension and the condi- 
tions of service.” Several hours cf run- 
ning are necessary before this difference 
shows, Exactly the opposite in the way of 
results may be when a new belt is 
first tried. 

If one looks carefully at the edge of a 
pew leather belt, it is easy to locate a 
diagenal line where the leather has been 
spliced. The belt should be run so that 
the part of the splice on the inside will 
reach the pulley before that on the outside. 

THE COST QUESTION

beds that night. 

At last, and while one of us was 
about a mile from the car, the 
drivef made up his *mind to take 
a chance, put on every ounce of 
powér and see if he could not 
make it with a straight dash 
through to the salt beds. After 
he got started it was not possible 
to stop without danger of sticking, 
so the man to the left of the car 
who was plodding about trying 
to pick out a passageway, was teft 
behind for a few minutes, while 
the car made its rush to the front. 
The second man climbed 
aboard, and the rear guard was 
afforded a beautiful picture of an 
automobile bouncing up and down 
in the rough going and sending 
a cloud of mud in every direction 
as it continued on Ks mad career 
for solid bottom.

We walked about half a 
mile from where we had left our 
car and found that the heavy 
rainfall of the previous week, ac- 
cumulated from t watershed of 
the valley, had made a stream 
about 200 feet wide and of unknown 
depth, washing through the bank 
that had marked the previous 
road, and leaving two or three 
small hillocks as a reminder of 
where the road had been. Be- 
yond this stream was still an- 
other, whose width we could not 
| determine. Investigation and test- 
ing of the roadbed up to _§ this 
stream showed it hard in spots 
and soft in spots, and there were 
no marks of wheel tracks. or hoof- 
marks anywhere discernible. 

These salt beds are twenty-two 
road 
crosses, two miles wide by the cen- 
ter and lowest part of the valley, 
and until this river has completely 
spent its force and the salt beds 
are again dried out, there will be 
no crossing at that point with au- 
tomobiles.

In order to understand more

He 
had personally supervised the con- 
ditioning of a new car to be de- 
livered to one of his supercritical 
customers, and even went so far as 
to drive the car 200 miles to make 
sure that everything was right. 
About two days after the car was 
in the customer's hands, he was 
back with a couple of fouled plugs. 
In order to make sure that trouble 
was not in plugs, new ones were in- 
stalled. Two days later, in again 
—this time carburetor, choker and 
valve tappet clearance and mani- 
fold were checked thoroughly. Ap- 
parently everything was O.K. Start- 
ing out again with new plugs, the 
same trouble developed in the 
same amount of driving. The 
third time in, the boys removed 
the cylinder head, ground valves 
and rechecked all other adjust- 
ments, but results were the same 
after each check. After two days, 
twa plugs toul at this 
stage of events, the labor amount- 
ed to approximately $25, which, 
of course, the house had to stand, 
because it was a new car.

Tell of Angeleno’s Trip 


Over What Is Now Pacific Coast Road 


In going through some olf files of newspaper articles published 
folirteen years ago, Harry Lord discovered an interesting article yes- 
lerday, telling of the gouting by himself and Mrs. Lord, of the Pacific 
Coast Highway—a road which is now built, and which very closely 
follows the lines originally proposed by Mr. Lord. The article follows:

Under the direction of the Manu- 
facturers Magazine, four of the 
best known six-cylinder cars were 
sent through a test to find’ out 
which consumed the least amount 
of gasoline, had the least vibration, 
the most tire economy and the best 
finish and appointments.

The Velie was the only car which 
operated without vibration at three, 
twenty-five and fifty miles an 
hour.

“It would appear that Velie has 
solved the problem of eliminating 
motor vibration at all speeds. We 
attribute Velie lack of vibration 
and silence to perfect balance and 
lubrication. We found the new 
Velie motor sufficiently flexible to 
Operate in densest traffic without 
shifting of gears. | 

“We found all four cars devel- 
oped considerable power, but we 
also found that the hill-climbing 
test sustained all the claims that 
the manufacturers of the Velie car 
make for their new motor. 

“It would appear that the Velie 
represents greater value in the 
choice and quality of the materials 
used in finish and appointments.” 

On the gasoline test the Velie 
made two more miles per gallon 
than any of its competitors. It av- 
eraged eighteen miles to the gal- 
lon. On car weights, for tire 
economy, it was found that the 
Velie was the lightest in weight 
by 100 nee which means that 
it will ha less strain and tear 
on the tires than any of the other 
makes involved.

It was while the company was 
located at 1042 South Main street, 
in 1906, that the first- automobile 
was sold by them on a time-pay- 
ment plan. Up to that time auto- 
mobiles had always been bought 
and sold for cash. Mr. Lord has 
never been able to find any record 
of one having been sold on time 
up to then. He believes he is the 
originator of the time-payment 
plan in automobile selling, which 
has since developed to such propor- 
tions that there are hundreds of 
strong finance companies in the

Harry Lord 


Given Journey East by Father After 
Concluding Initial Car Deal 


There is no phase of the industrial world today which has more 


‘of the romantic in it than the merchandising of motor cars, and in- 
teresting indeed are the reniiniscences which many of the Los An- 
@eles motor car dealers tell regarding the early days in the business. 
The following is from an interview by Harry Lord, published several 


years ago: 
“My father was in the lumber, 
esiness in Chicago back in 1904, 
Wefore the automobile industry 
d.much more than started. The 
Mething New' idea appealed to 
me then as it does to the majority 
of boys just out of school and in- 
atead of timber cruising, of figur- 
ing up board feet, I determined to 
launch out into tite new field and 
sell automobiles. 


can’t just recall the details of 
i™my first sale, but it was in 1904, 


and the car was one of the first 
put out by the Peerless people. 
That car, by the way, just like the 
first car I sold here in Los Angeles, 
a Studebaker in 1904, was but very 
littie different externally from 
eur modern automobile—that is, 
the essentials were the same. The 
body and hood lines were not un- 
Mke the standard of today. 
DIFFERENCE GREAT 
“There was, however, a radical | 
difference between the 1904 Peer- 
less and the cars of 1920, and that 
‘wae the rear entrance into the 
tonneau, common on all early au- 


tomobiles. In those days the 
windshield was accessory, and 
its price was add to that of the 


car. In fact, accessories usually 
sold with the early car and which 
inctuded windshield, speedometer, 
and leather top, added something. 
TRE""$500 or $600 to the selling 
price of the vehicle. 

“The first caf I sold in Los An- 
‘eles was a Studebaker, and was 
gold from our first place. at 1044 


South Main street—then the cen- 
ter of automobile row. Mr. Owen 
McCann had been on my t of 
prospects for some time, but there 
was no car to sell him. A 
shipments of motor-cars at that 
time came down by beat from 
San Francisco, and were landed at 
Redondo. Finally we got word 
that a shipment had come in, and 
my father agreed that whichever 
one of us sold the first car would 
be rewarded with a trip East. That 
was a real inducement in those 
days. Much more so than it would 
be today—so I got busy. 


VEHICLE IN RAIN 


"I picked out a bright car 
and drove it to Mr. McCann's 
‘home. The spring of 1906 was a 
very wet one, and as I remember 
it, that day the rain just poured 
down. I left the car out at the 
curb and went to the door. Mr. 
McCann came out, and he and I 
talked “car” on the front porch, 
while the red Stud@baker stood 
out in the rain.. Remember, too, 
it had no top, and so was thor- 
oughly soaked with the rain, but 
I didn’t care, for he finally agreed 
to buy it and gave me his check 
for $1000 as deposit. n° total 
price was $4500 and ‘* extras 
added about $500 to this. 

“Certainly 1 was walking on zir 
when I left McCann's home. I got 
into the car, drove it back to the 
store In a gleeful spirit, and a few 
days later left for the much- 
hoped-for trip East. McCann used 


the car for five years. and then I 
sold him another.”

‘tion, which today, by reason of the 
automobile, affords a wider arena 
for our interests than ever before, 
would be limited in the same way. 
We have been able to push the 
former boundaries of this city far 
into the suburban sections, thereby 
giving it metropdiitan propor- 
tions, largely because the automo- 
ibile has shortened distances and 
quickened the facility of travel. In 
way the automobile has ac- 
tually rendered a great service— 
one that has to do with the en- 
hancement of real estate values, 
the construction of new neighbor- 
hoods, of countless new homes, 
and the encouragement of thou- 
sarids of our citizens to live in 
suburban and semisuburban dis- 
tricts away from the city’s conges- 
tien. How many millions the au- 
tomobile has added to this city’s 
taxable property I am not able ‘to 
say except approximately. but that 
it has is an additional] fact which 


and indispensable value of the in- 
@ustry to the city’s progress. 

Even the factor of downtown 
street congestion which has re- 
sulted largely from the rapid mu!- 
tiplication of automobiles may be 
reckoned with satisfaction—if we 
view it from the angle of practical 
benefits.

This is indicated in 
the fact that, growing out of the 
plans of the City Planning Commis- 
sion and the Community Develop- 
ment Association, the municipality 
proposes soon to construct a series 
of magnificent boulevards radiat- 
ing from the central section into 
the outlying districts—thus creat- 
ing new civic beauty and affording 
convenience to thotisands of mo- 
tor-car users. Such developments, 
of course, would be either un- 
thought-of or reserved for the far 
future were it not for the necessity 
of the municipality to keep abreast 
of the automobile. 


Aside from these purely civic 
considerations, we have in our 
local automotive foundation a for- 
midable inditstry that must be 
reckoned with in relation to the 
tremendous capital investment in- 
volved and in its importance as a 
manufacturing unit employing 
thousands of people and disburs- 
ing a huge annual pay roll. Where- 
as at the start, the fleld was almost 
entirely made up of selling organ- 
izations representing outside pro- 
duction, today we have manufac- 
turing enterprises that not only 
turn out pleasure cars and service 
trucks but large quantities of ac- 
cessories as well. This has come 
about as a natural development of 
a great industry in so tremendously 
important a fleld as this is—one 
that counts its cars by the hun- 
creds of thousands and where 
transportation of this kind is to- 
day an indispensable factor in our 
Trogress.

HAS PLACE 
_IN FACTORY 


Endeavor From Original 


| 
By a strange coincidence, the 
first Velie car ever made was com- 
pleted just a few days after the 


distributors, started in business in 
Los Angeles. At that time the 
Lord. company did not handle the 
Velie line. : 

The first Velie was completed on 
Thanksgiving Day, 1906. It has 
had an interesting history. 

After months of effort on the 
part of a group of men who had 
gained their manufacturing expe- 
rience by many years in the John 
Deere Plow Works, the finishing 
touches were put on the first Velie 
car, and the machine was driven 
out on its trial trip in Moline, Ill. 
It was sold to H. C. Retuer, a com- 
mission merchant of Peoria, LIL. 

During the years that foliowed, 
the car was lost track of, but in 
1917 some one at the Velie fac- 
tories suggested that the first Velie,” 
if it could be found, would, have 
considerable value as a relic. <A 
search was instituted and the Ve- 
lie was located, still in the hands 
of its original owner, and still in 
daily use. Reuter had got tremen- 
dous mil out of it as a passen- 
ger car and had then used it as a 
light delivery car and for general 
utility purposes. 
Velie factory officials obtained 
the old car and “retired” it to a 
oe in the office building of the 

elie factories, where it still “re- 
poses.” It represents the great- 
great-grandfather of the Velie cars 
which were to conquer the Grand 
Canyon, score two decisive victo- 
ries at Yosemite and climb the 
steep sides of Mt. Wilson in the 
shortest space of time a touring 
ever accomplished this 
ea 
The old car had an open five- 

nger body, and was painted a 
rilliant red, the luster of which 
was not entirely lost before the 
Velie factories -secured the 
again. There is a four-cylinder, 
high-speed motor, 4x4 in dimen- 
sion, three-quarter eleptic springs, 
genuine honeycomb radiator and 
other specifications, many of «hich 
are still considered the correct 
thing in automotive design.

|. Have More Mileage 


“When Grand-daddy Studebaker 
was headed for New York over the 
Santa Fe trail two weeks ago to- 
morrow it was thought by the 
Studebaker organization that the 
, veteran 1919 Big Six had covered 
‘more miles than any other motor 


for passenger 
service, but a few days ago along 
came W. R. Jones of Great Bend, 
| Wash., who is stopping in Los An- 
geles for the winter and displayed 
a 1920 Studebaker Big Six to the 
| Hoffman organization that has a 
‘record of more than half a million 
miles. 

| It is one of three big-six stages 
that his company operates 
\Washington the particular car 
which he drove here on a vacation 
trip is used each summer between 
South Bend and Easton on a for- 
ty-five-mile route that traverses 
the Snoquamie Pass. Over this 
route the Studebaker makes four 
and one-half round trips each day 
during the summer season hauling 
as many as eleven passengers in 
addition to several hundred pounds 
of express matter and mail. 

To negotiate the pass the car 
has to climb a 5% per cent grade 
for four miles and make eleven 
switchbacks. The road gets rough 
before the summer is over but 
Jones states that he seldom has 
to use second gear to get over 
the mountain. 

He drives the car himself for 
one shift of eight hours but it 
takes two more drivers to m- 
plete the day’s work as the 1- 
way Commission permits the driv- 
ers to operate no longer than eight 
hours at a time. 

Four hundred and five miles a 

day for nearly twenty-four hours 
a day piles up the odometer read- 
‘ing fast and when the car is tak- 
en off the run when winter snows 
make the pass impassable the car 
is transferred to othe? stage runs 
‘and kept in operation day and 
night. 
Like the Grand-daddy Studebaker 
that the newspapers to 
Santa Barbara and way points for 
The Times for over three years the 
Washington veteran has a large 
percentage of its original moving 
parts in it. The same motor block 
and crank shaft and the original 
rear axle gears are still operating 
in good shape. New pistons have 
been installed and several sets of 
rings but the car has never been 
rebuilt throughout.

It is 
made of sheet steel with heavy 
braces and supporting irons. On 
this he carries as many as five 
bales of hay, for all of the food 
for man and horse that its used in 
the many camps along the route 
goes in with the Studebaker. With 
the hay on behind the car has a 
most unusual appearance fqr the 
five bales stack up above the top. 

When Jones called at the store 
of the Paul G. Hoffman Company 
to report the record of his firm's 
car he much interested In the 
progress being made by Grand- 
daddy Studebaker toward the New 
York Automobile Show. 


The car is due at Kansas City 
today and has been plugging mud 
and snow for most of the past week 
since ft left Pueblo, Colo. At that 
city the car led a parade in which 
another old Big-Six took part. It 
was a 1920 model and in the course 
of events got tangled up with the 
fire demon and the owner had so 
littie hope of ever salvaging it 
that he sold it, The present own- 
er fixed it up, put a racing body 
on it and entered it in the last

A Reminder of a Record That Still Stands 


Walter A. Lord and the Velie 58 with which the world’s stock-car record up Mt. Wilson was made. 


VELIE RECORDS NOTABLE 


Few cars in Southern California 
enjoy the honor of having made 
more records than the Velie, for 
this car’s achievements have been 
among the outstanding feats of 
the motoring world for a number 
of years. Perhaps the best of all 
is the fact that no law of State or 
county has ever been broken in 
attaining these Velie records. 

In 1917, shortly after the Velie 
had been announced by the Lord 
Motor Car Company, a stock Velie 
touring car broke through the win- 
ter’s barriers of snows, deep mud, 
fallen trees, debris and other roa4 
obstacles and reached the floor of 
Yosemite Valley, the first Southern 
California car to accomplish this 
feat that year. For this achieve- 
ment the Dyas cup was awarded to 
the Velie crew. 


EFFORT REPEATED 


In 1920 the second of the big 
Velie stunt runs was made and 
was in most respects a successful 
repetition of the former success, 
e car broke into Yosemite ahead 
of all other Southern California 
Cars and again captured a Dyas 
cup—larger and finer than the first 
cup won. In motoring circles this 
second trip into Yosemite was con- 
sidered the greater of the two runs. 

The next big Velle trip was per- 
haps the most unusual] stunt run 
ever made in this country and was 
of such importance that even Lon- 
don newspapers carried long arti- 
cles about it. This was the run 
from Loewe Angeles to the rim of the 
Grand Canyon, then the nineteen- 
mile climb down into the canyon to 
the very water’s edge of the Colo- 


rado River, the climb back up again 


return run to Los Angeles—all ac- 
complished without the addition of 
a drop of water to the original sup- 
ply in the car at the start in Los 
Angeles. 

DESCENT DIFFICULT 

The difficulty of the descent into 
the Grand Canyon, over a tortuous, 
rocky grade of sand and cactus, 
Where the last traces of any road 
that could be called such had been 
removed by the storms of several 
years; the stamina shown by the 
ear in clambering up and out of 
the deep canyon again, and the re- 
markably efficient cooling shown 
were long the talk of motoring men 
everywhere. 

Then came the world’s record 
trip up Mt. Wilson, in whieh a rec- 
ord that still stands was made—a 
record that*no car hag ever bet- 
tered. 

Roaring ‘up nine and one-half 
milew of mountain grade, a Velie 
58, driven: by Walter Lord, shat- 
tered the former stock-car record, 
piling up better than an eleven- 
minute lead over the former record 
and achieving what its still rated as 
close to the miraculous. 


TIME BETTERED 
The time made by the Velie in 
this remarkable run was 27m. 
51.668. 
The ular ascent of the 
winding, twisting mountain road,

This includ- 
ed both road tmprovements in Na- 
tional Forests and work on roads 
designated for Federal aid by the 
various States. 

“California has benefited exten- 
sively by Federal aid on her high- 
ways and on her forest roads. Mil- 
lions of dollars of Federal money 
have been spent in scores of differ- 
ent projects throughout the State. 
The same is true of our sister 
States of Nevada and Arizona. Fed- 
eral afd for State roads is depen- 
Aert upon the proportion of public 
lands owned in the State. and in: 
consequence of the immense, 
amount of public land in Nevada) 
for example that State receives 
something like $8 from the Fed- 
eral government for every dollar 
they provide from their own re- 
sources. 

“While California does not re- 
ceive any such proportion as this, | 
nevertheless the money spent on 
Federal aid projects in Nevada 
and Arizona is almost as important 
to this State as money spent in. 
California iteelf. Federal ald to. 
the great cross-continent highways 
that lead to California is of vital 
help to this State. California fs a 
wealthy State and can take care 
of hichways within her borders, 
put she cannot spend money in ad- 
joining States where it is needed 
to complete transcontinental high- , 
way links.” 


HECK WITH TIRES. 


Bent rims are a direct cause of. 
rim cuts, of tires blowing from the 
rim, and of thé breaking of the 
wire cables at the base of the tire. 
Oftentimes motorists cannot un- 
derstand why tires should “blow” 
when they are driving along slow- 
ly. The facts of the case are that 
the overstrained carcass has 
reached the limit of its endurance 
from previous abuse and has given: 
away. 

Many motorists, were they to, 
examine the wheels on their cars, 
would be surprised to notice that 
their rims are bent along the 
edges. These bent rim flanges are 
ordinarily little thought of, yet 
they cause a ly percentage of 
tire trouble. 
When the wheel hits a frog or a 
ewitch of a street car track or a 
hole in the road, there is a tend-! 
ency to flatten the rim especially 
if the tire is under-inflated. The 
rim’s support, however, is essen- 
tial to the life of a tire... If it is 
bent so that it does not fit the tire 
and allows the side walls to bulge,

* What percentage of an automo- 
bile tire is made up of rubber 
compound? What percentage of 
cords? And what percentage ail 
wire, used in the beads? Those 
three questions probably would be 
stumbling blocks if propounded to 
the average car owner. The quan- 
tities, as measured in pounds, na- 
turally vary with the different sizes 
of tires, but the percentages of 
rubber compound, cords, and wire 
are practically the same in all 
sizes of tires. 

In standard makes of tires, ap- 
proximately 78 per cent of rubber 
is found; 16 per cent of cords and 
other fabrics, such as breaker 
strips, flipper strips, etc.; and 6 
per cent of bead wire. There is 
quite a distinction between pure 
rubber and rubber compound, ac- 
cording to Miller tire experts, The 
percentage of pure rubber is less 
than 78, because it would be im- 
possible to manufacture a tire of 
pure rubber. Various compounds 
must be mixed with the rubber, 
because pure rubber would not 
wear at all in comparison with 
rubber compound and could not 
be satisfactorily vulcanized.

QUESTIONS

Question: I have a 1921 Ford 
which has always given me ex- 
cellent gasoline mileage, from 
twenty-one and one-half around 
town to twenty-four and one-half 
on long runs. The oi] mileage has 
/getting only eighty miles to the 
‘quart. I have driven the car 31,- 
000 miles. I had new rings fitted 
at 16,000 but n since ¢xX- 


c the valves once. The 
c 


seems to climb hills as well 
ever. It seems too good to go 
the expense of taking down and 
rebuilding. A friend of mine told 
me to have holes bored around 
_the lower ring groove and my oil 
consumption will drop off. Is this 
a safe thing to do? After draining 
the oll out of the crank case at 
the end of 700 miles I put in two 
or three quarts of kerosene and 
turned the engine for about twen- 
ty seconds with the starter, after 
which I removed the plate from 
the bottom of the crank case and 
thoroughly clean the interior with 
_a cloth. My friend tells me that 
it is unnecessary to take off the 
plate after flushing with kerosene, 
that the engine has a drain basin 
into which all foreign substances 
|drop. What is your opinion? 
J. 

Answer: I think that through 
careful handling and judicious at- 
tention to lubrication you have 
made a remarkable record with 
your Ford. Pergonally, I would do 
nothing, if I were soenese your 
car, af present. ithout doubt 
you buy your cylinder oil by the 
fifteen-gallon drum, if not I would 
recommend your doing so as you 
save about half of what the same 
oil costs by the quart. Your gaso- 
line mileage is so high that you 
can afford to waste a little oil, 
which you are really not doing, 
as 400 miles to the gallon of oil 
is as good as the average. It is 
‘well that you took your friend's 
advice with a grain of salt. It is 
bad practice to bore holes in a 
piston anywhere near the ring 
grooves. A few ago it was 
quite a fad with a certain class 


== of garage men, but it is not done 


‘any more. Your care of the crank- 

case and oil is ideal. Kerosene 
'should never be put in any crank- 
case unless it is all wiped out 
afterward. Your bearings would 
have been destroyed years a£o, 
and the cylinders and 
would have been useless long’ be- 
fore now if you had followed the 
advice of your friend and Ilieft 
the kerosene and foreign matter 
in the. crankcase. I have known 
many engines, not only Fords, that 
have been utterly ruined by the 
use of kerosene. Draining as oft- 
en as you do it its far better not 
to use any flushing oi! than to 
ush and not wipe out the crank- 
case afterward. When the time 
comes and power, mileage and ef- 
ficiency have shown a decided 
falling off I would recommend that 
you have the block reground and 
new light-weight pistons and rings 
fitted; but at present you have 
nothing to worry over regarding 
the engine. 


Q.: I have a tap in my engine. 
The bearings, wrists and rings are 
all good. It is worse in the morn- 
ing when first starting: thick ofl 
seems to decrease the sound. I 
don't think it is piston slap. Where 
do you think the trouble can be 
located ? 


W. P. J., Santa Ana. 
A.: It ts a plain case of pis- 
ton slap. Probably the timing 
gears are making some noise. You 
will get excellent results if you 
put In a good ring expander un 
der each ring. ,

The raecoon may be found all 
over the United States and Canada, 
even as far north as Alaska. He 
lives high up in a hollow tree, 
usually in a dead branch rather 
than the trunk, until the severe 
weather comes. Then he makes a 


'white-ringed tail. 


hole in the ground and stays until 
the weather is warm enough to 
bring him out from his hiberna- 
tion. 
CLIMATE AFFECTS SIZE 
The climate and food of the rac- 


coon have most to do with his 
size. Those in the Northern States 
have a good leather, but the small- 
er ones found in Arkansas and 
Missouri have a thin, lightweight 
leather. The ecolor vartes from 
dark gray, tinged with brown, to 
light gray. An- occasional black 
coon is of superior value. 


The darker, heavier furred rac- 
coon, sometimes caled Swamp 
coon, never strays far from his 
wet, muddy home, close to the wa- 
ter. He is a strong, fierce antag- 
Onist in a hunt, capable of a long 
run, who sells his life dearly. | 


The opossum is found in the 
United Statea in the region known 
as the Cotton Belt. A full-crown 
is about eighteen inches 
long, of a grizzly grfty color with a 
bare, scaly tail like a rat. The 
opossum is the only fur-bearing 
animal that is pouched. In the 
spring the mother produces from 
six to sixteen young ones, which 
she places in her pouch. She car- 
ries them for about two months, 


or until they are mice

A SUWING Box 

The sewing box is such a worth- 
while gift to give, and so much fun 
to make, that the girl who is in- 
terested in handicraft may find 
herself making two or three or 
four of them. 

Very strong cardboard or corru- 
gated board should be used for the 
backing.

The sovesth will week 
T DID not take us long to repair at Mon- 
tevideo the damages our ship had sus- 
tained in the amazingly close call in 
winding Cape Horn. A new fore top 
gallant and royal mast was fitted and we 
soon cleared away for our port of destina- 
tion, Cape Town, South Africa ss 
Strong and favorable winds bowled us 
along the thirty-fifth parallel of south lati- 
tude. The first day we logged 280 miles and 
made an eqiial record the second day. On 
the third day the wind freshened to a 
strong gale,.but as it was still fair, we

our topsails and fore 


sail. 

Qne afternoon we 
sighted a floating 
wreck.

OW does he do it? That's the ques- 
tion every magician wants you to 
ask—but he doesn’t want anyone 
to tell you the answer. If you knew 
the answer, he believes, you would have 
less interest in his wonders. 
Some magicians don’t agree with this 
idea. They think that the public, if it 
knew more about wonder workers’ 
methods, would be better able to apprecti- 
ate the wonders. That this is partly true 
is proven by the large number of what 
magicians call “magic bugs.” A “magic 
bug” is usually a man who is without skill 
at magic or who has not adequate skill to 
aspire to giving public performances but 
who knows all of the magical secrets and 


performance. 

I suppose that you have added a little 
qualification to my statement that the real 
“magic” bug knows all of the secrets of the 
magic art. You are wrong—the real magic 
bug knows them all. As a matter of fact 
there are not: nearly so many secrets as 
the uninitiated spectator thinks there are. 


different ways that the uninitiated thinks 

that he must be using a myriad of methods. 
How does the lady vanish? 
Nine times out of ten she. vanishes 

through a trapdoor cut in the stage—exact- 


vanished at a magician’s command made 
her escape. If she vanishes half a dozen 
times during the performance the chances 
are that she goes through the same trap- 
door. Theater owners don’t mind an occa- 
sional trapdoor but they do object, and not 
without reason, to the practice of making 
a sieve of the stage floor. Next time you 
observe a big magical performance, see it 
the lady isn’t always last seen by you at 
about the same spot. : 

Sometimes the magician wants to pro- 
duce a lady where you were positive no 
person could be.

A pair of twins who look almost alike 
would be a valuable aid to a magician. In 
fact, one megician is said to have de- 
veloped an astounding series of illusions 
based upon the physical likeness of twins, 
both on whom were never on the stage at 
the same time. 

It is surprising how well a trapdoor can 
be made. A mechanic who specializes in 
providing apparatus for magicians can 
build a trapdoor that cannot be detected 
even by close examination. The famous 
trunk trick, in which a magician gets out 
of a locked and corded trunk, is performed 


by means of siiding panel in one side of 
the trunk. One famoug magician uses a 
trunk which remains on exhibition in 
the theater lobby all day with an invita- 
tion te the public to “find the trapdoor.” 
The public never finds it—but it is there. 

The trurmk in this case is a marvel of in- 
genuity. The panel is locked with a réal 
lock, the keyhole being hidden—and well 
hidden. The key is hardly larger than a 


pin—and it requires an expert to manipu- 
late it.

By this 
patent the annuity 
Was increased to 
“100 pounds of law- 
ful money,” to be 
paid quarterly, in ad- 
dition to “one terse 
of canary wine year- 
ly” from the palace 
cellars of Whitehall. 
In 1670, when John 
Dryden received his 
appointment, the 
salary attached to

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CHAPTER XLV 


N FOLLOWING Mr. Lincoln’s footsteps 
as President, have had various 
proofs of his ability to handle the men 
associated with him in responsibility. 

He certainly showed a high order of thtelll- 
gence in his relations with Seward, Chase, 
McClellan, Fremont and many others—a 
high order of intelligence and a fine pa- 
tience in dealing with them as well as a 
humor and an adroitness most unusual in 
men of power. But we have paid little at- 
tention to his understanding of crowds— 
people in masses. Yet, no little of his. 
strength came from his understanding of 
the emotions and convictions which sway 
groups, and his faith that given time, their 
judgments aré sound and dependable. 


One crowd to which relation: 

was particularly interesting was the army. 
It was something close, personal, quite ex- 
ceptional. Few leaders in history indeed 
have been on such intimate and friendly 
terms with their troops as Abraham Lin- 
eoln was with the armies of the North dur 
ing the Civil War. It was as if he knew. 
them, and they him. As a matter of fact, 
that was the truth. Lincoln had an un- 
usually sympathetic knowledge of the ex- 
perience and character of the men that re- 
sponded to the first call -for troops. He 
knew the kind of homes that the vast ma- 
jo-ity had come from, the way they had |. 
hved and worked, the kind of schools and 
churches to which they had. gone, the feel- 
ings that swayed them, what their tempta- 
tions would be, what would shake their de- 
pendability and what would inspire it. He 
never brought himself to look on the army 
as a mechanism. It was a mass of living 
men, for each of whom he felt sympathy 
and understanding. . 

In a remarkable way the soldiers them- 
selves early came to sense something of 
this. They felt that he was like them, | 
They understood him—believed in ~ him. 
They came to regard him as their friend 
and defender in this tremendous machine 
which had gobbled them up.

Letter after letter has turned up, 
story after story has come from boys to 
whom the President had spoken in the hos- 
pital, on the street, in camp, and who had 
sent word home about it. 

One of his pleasantest contacts was with 
the company that guarded the White 
House from September, 1862, to the end of 
the war—much against his will at first, it 
must be said.

Then, there was the physical side. Like

with them. It was natural enough that 


sick, should desert. Lincoln could never 
forget their youth, and consequently never 
could be severe with them. 

He knew, too, nobody better, how much 
natural cowardice there is in men, and was 
always reluctant to allow a man to be shot 
for that reason. It was to Judge Holt, the 
judge-advoeate of the army, who brought 
him a sentence of death to be approved— 
in the early years of the war the President 
as Commander-in-Chief was obliged to ap- 
prove all death sentences—that he said, “If 
Almighty God gives a man a cowardly pair 
of legs,-how can he help. their running 
away with him?” 

The longer the war lasted the more 
necessary it became from the point of view 
of the military establishment that the death 
penalty be enforced promptly and gener- 
ally. It was a terrible trial for Lincoln. He 
no longer had to approve these sentences, 
but he still had the power of pardon and 
suspension, ard his free use of it brought 
severest criticism upon him from his Secre- 
tary of War, from Congress, and from his 
generals. And yet he would, and did, per- 
Very many of his orders had behind 
them stories of tragic anxiety. Here is the 
case of Henry M. Luckett, an old enfeebled 
man, a Methodist minister, who lived in 
Missouri when the war broke out. Every- 
thing that he had was at once swept away 
from him. Overwhelmed by what had hap- 
pened, his mind half shattered, he sought 
refuge in Memphis, where his bitterness 
against what he felt was the injustice of

FTER the close of this session, before 
the women of 26 and 30 came on, I 
saw 100 of these same girls practice a drill 
in the hall. with Indian clubs tipped with 
incandescent electric lights.

I cannot pretend to 
judge but I only 
give my impressions, 
They are_ beautiful 
and womanly, and 
withal free from 
some of the weak- 
nesses of the girls of 
our American cities.

‘ room in which not only you and 
your family love to gather, but one 
to which your friends love to come, To me 
a real living-room must have three qualif- 
cations, although I confess that I have 
been in®some which didn’t have them and 
yet to which I loved to go, but that was un- 
doubtedly due to its inhabitants. But in 
general, leaving out the pérsonal appeal. 
the three things necessary to a real living- 
room are, first (the first and second are so 
equal in importance that I don’t know 
which to mention first,) comfortable chairs 
and sofas; second, an open fireplace: and 
third, books. How important books are! 


They not only lend color and dignity to a 
room, but they invariably make it seem 
lived in and interesting. I shall deal with 
the matter of bookcases later. 

The important thing to remember when 
decorating and furnishing a living-room is 
that it should inspire conversation and con- 
geniality. The fireplace is a good point on 
which to concentrate, making it a point of 


interest around which comfortable chairs, |. 


a sofa, reading lamps or small tables may 
be placed. If one be blessed with a par- 
ticularly large living-room there may be 
more than one such center of interest. 
Screens are a great addition to such 4% 
room, for they may be so placed that they 
will partition off that part which is not in 
use and make the room cosy. 

I_was in a delightful home on Long Is- 
land not long ago in which the living-room 
had been cleverly treated with screens. 
There were three distinct groups of furni- 
ture, one around the fireplace in the center 
of the room, and one at each end. A rather 
tall screen was placed in front of the door 
leading from the foyer, an arrangement 
which immediately gave a feeling of inti- 
macy to the very spacious room. Another 
screen was placed back of the sofa, which 
ran diagonally out from the fireplace. By 


this clever device the room was kept de- 


lightfully intimate and cosy for a small’ 
number of people, and yet, by the simple 
removal of the screen by the fireplace it 
was ready for a large number of people, 
while the groups of furniture rematped in 
their énticing arrangements, . ~, 


Space Before: Fireplace | 
O SPEAK in more detail about the 
treetment of the fireplace, I have noted 
that it is wise to leave an open space in, 
front of the fire, especially when the room 
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is small. By this arrangement, a chair can 
always be drawn up before the fire, or even 
a small settee for the time being. Im a 
large room a nice effect of cosiness is got- 
ten by placing the sofa a few yards away 
from the fireplace with a long table and 
comfortable chairs around it. 
the arrangement, if you are fortunate 
enough to have a fireplace, always keep it 


the central point of your living-room, for it 
is a friendly evocative element in any en- 
viron. 

The mantelpiece, if there be one, should 
never be overcrowded with ornaments: it 


Teen always maintain its dignity and sim- 


plicity. A fine old clock with a candle- 
stick on either side is, of course, extreme- 
ly conventional but always a good arrange- 
ment. Mirrors can be used to great advan- 
tage in the living-room, but usually it is 
better to place them where they will reflect 
the fireplace. A portrait or a good print 
always looks well above the mantel. 


It is rather important, I think, to have 
at least one large piece of furniture in a 
living-room, such as a fine desk or table. 
Perhaps the table is the more to be desired 
of the two as it will accommodate flowers, 
books and magazines. And speaking of the 
latter, always have them up-to-date and 
}heatly arranged! 

In many modern apartments the dining- 
room and living-room are combined. This 
seems to be a very sensible scheme, for in- 
stead of having two small rooms (and the 
dining-room is really used but a few hours 
of the day) one may have one large room 
to serve both purposes. One way of man- 
aging this bit of economy is to keep one 
end of the room for the lining quarter: a 
refectory table with chairs around it al- 
ways looks well. A gate-leg or merely a 
round table can be used for flowers, a 
lamp (or whatever one wishes) and can be 
brought into service as a dining table at 
will. Of course, the gate-leg or folding 
table has the advantage of being able to be 
folded into a small space and placed 
against the wall when not in use. 

_ A word about bookcases. I think that 
the set-in bookcase is by far the best look- 
ing and the most economical. If that is not 
possible, exactly the same effect can be 
gained by building out the sides, top and 
bottom to the depth of the shelves. Any 
carpenter can fellow your instructions, and 
the effect is very good. Ornate bookcases 
are ugly; I always feel that books are so

The choice of a sideboard and serving 


table (if it is to be seen) is more difficult. 
I have noticed that in general the simpler 
the design of dining-room furniture, the 
better. 

The question of the decoration of the 
table and sideboard is an important one. 
It is always better to err on the side of too 
little decoration than too much.’ Silver is 
being much le®s used than formerly, and 
giass and china are taking its place— 
charming and decorative they are, too. Sil- 
ver candlesticks are always the loveliest 
for dinner, however, and adapt themselves 
perfectly to china or glass centerpieces, 
etc. During the day they can be placed 01 
the sideboard, or if that has a design of 
decoration that should not be disturbed, 
they can be put away until evening. 

Colored glass-is always lovely and lends 
a very cheerful note to the room. I saw 
a very charming colonial dining-room ip 
Saratoga once in which the owner's collec- 
tion of early American glass was made the 
main point of interest in the room. It was 
pinced on shelves in the windows and the 
reflections from the varying lights were 
quite beautiful.
